Anybody who caught Houston Police 
Chief Art Acevedo’s press conference on 
Friday - concerning that day’s felony indict¬ 
ment of NFL player Michael Bennett for 
injuring the elderly upon the conclusion of 
last year’s Super Bowl in Houston - should 
be glad Brian Manley didn’t employ so 
much projection while describing this 
month’s bomber. Whereas Acevedo 
described Bennett - an otherwise pos¬ 
itive force in a violent, destructive 
sport - as “morally bankrupt” and 
believing “the rules don’t apply to 
him,” his interim successor here in 
Austin chose last Wednesday not to 
speak to Mark Conditt’s character, 
providing only a one-sentence description 
of an audio confession police found on his 
person at the time of his death - which 
Manley still got raked for, and for which he 
later apologized. 

Enough has (and will) be made of Con¬ 
ditt’s racist, sexist, and terroristic demons 


that a chief of police need not speculate on 
them also - especially before his own 
department had properly identified the sus¬ 
pect. And what struck me throughout the 
entire bombing saga was just how clear 
Manley was in his messaging about the 
case. Austin hasn’t been a small town for 


quite a while, but addressing a national 
press swarm about an active investigation 
into a series of crimes that effectively 
freaked out an entire city cannot be easy, or 
normal, and Manley appeared clearheaded 
and concise throughout. We should be glad 
he stayed on script. 


Nan of the Hour 

Manley in all likelihood learned the vir¬ 
tues of administering unsensational press 
briefings from observing his predecessor, a 
boisterous character with a politician’s per¬ 
sonality who often found himself covering 
his tracks after mouthing off. The interim 
chief is naturally more subdued, and 
through his time as APD’s Chief of 
Staff - a job that requires he speak 
regularly before city bodies - seems 
to have honed his reserved manner of 
presentation. He appeared almost 
embarrassed last Thursday while 
addressing Council after members 
showered him with accolades (and 
after the Greater Austin Crime Commission 
and other council members and the mayor 
did the same), and he has since returned to 
providing concise and comprehensible 
reports on APD’s ongoing investigation.

CITY FORGES “GRAND COMPROMISE” ON LAND USE REGULATIONS

Yet the circus surrounding his perfor¬ 
mance continues, and over the past week 
many - be they council members, commu¬ 
nity stakeholders, or active and retired 
cops - have come to believe that City Man¬ 
ager Spencer Cronk should ask Council to 
shed the “interim” tag from Manley’s title 
and make him APD’s permanent chief. 

Whose PD? 

Manley is undoubtedly a strong candi¬ 
date. An Austin native, he’s been with the 
department since 1990, having risen from 
patrol officer to his current title. The rank- 
and-file appear to get along with him; he 
knows the city as well as anyone; and during 
his 17 months on the job has effectively 
navigated not just the bombings but also the 
ongoing rehabilitation of the department’s 
crime lab - in tatters when he took over - 
and the fallout from the city’s contractual 
impasse with the Austin Police Association, 
no easy predicaments for any chief. And, 
while this isn’t a qualifying reason and I’m 
not privy to his career aspirations, it does 
seem as though appointing another individ¬ 
ual as chief would be bad news for his pro¬ 
fessional life: What’s he going to do, move to 
another city or return to chief of staff? 

And so Cronk finds himself in a tough 
spot: roll with the tenured child of Austin 
at a time in which public rhetoric for his 
work is at an all-time high, or open a 
nationwide search for the best and bright¬ 
est. Assistant City Manager Rey Arellano is 
expected to talk about the “timeline, pro¬ 
cess, and opportunities” for hiring a per¬ 
manent chief (as well a permanent fire 
chief and police monitor) at the Public 
Safety Commission on Monday, and Cronk 
acknowledged the urgency, saying he was 
“well aware” of the conversations and teas¬ 
ing “more on the status of my selection 
process in the coming weeks.” 

Chief of police is different from that of 
Fire or EMS, in that the chief of police 
oftentimes serves as a pre-eminent public 
figure, and is just as often seen as the 
frontward face of the most scrutinized and 
volatile public safety group. In that sense 
Cronk carries the opportunity to mold APD 
in his image; to find the potential chief who 
represents what Cronk believes a police 
force should represent; to shape the dis¬ 
course of what he believes policing in 
Austin should entail. 

Siding with Manley from the top theo¬ 
retically puts a soft lid on that reframing, 
and if handled swiftly and without much 
public input could suggest that the status 
quo is good enough - which, frankly, should 
never be the case with a police force, or any 
department in a big city such as ours. 

Cronk has played this close to the chest. 
The question, should he select Manley, 
thus becomes how he can choose to truck 
on while still dictating a change of pace. 
Whatever path he chooses, he needs to 
make clear, explicit, and public his expec¬ 
tations for the chief, and for APD. But 
that's what he signed up for, and so did 
Manley - as he could again quite soon. ■

Sorry, the headline and kicker are all I’ve 
got. I was going to write an April Fools’ col¬ 
umn about how this great breakthrough had 
occurred on CodeNEXT, and someone had 
figured out how to make everyone happy, and 
now it’s going to sail through to Council 
approval ... and for the life of me, I couldn’t 
figure out how, even in my wildest satirical 
imagination, that was going to happen. So 
instead, there’s this:

Four persistent critics of City Hall and the 
CodeNEXT process - Bill Aleshire, Bill 
Bunch, Mike Hebert, and Fred Lewis - 

sent a letter to City Council and others on 
Tuesday afternoon, alleging conflict of interest 
violations by Planning Commission Chair 
Stephen Oliver, and asking that Council 
remove him from the PC. 

Now on the one hand, this 
is a nasty stink bomb to 
throw into the room at a criti¬ 
cal juncture in the CodeNEXT 
proceedings: There’s no real 
suggestion of actual wrongdo¬ 
ing by Oliver, or any of the 
hardworking volunteer PCers, 
and this isn’t a new charge 
(read on below). 

But: 

Oliver is the principal owner 
of OPA Design Studio, the premier designer 
and builder of breweries and distilleries in 
Austin; he even has the website www.brewery 
architect.com, a blog where he has written 
multiple times about what he thinks is wrong 
and too restrictive in current code, regarding 
where and how he can design such facilities. 
So far, that’s fine, and really pretty damn 


great. I mean, the guy designs brewpubs 
for a living; how cool is that? I’ve been in at 
least a couple of them, and, two thumbs up, 
highest rating for the designs. But: 

He’s also chair of the Planning Commission. 
So, when draft two of the code came out, and 
it included previously undiscussed, much 
more liberal regulations regarding the place¬ 
ment of liquor establishments, and people 
wondered, “What’s that about?” and it 
became a somewhat prominent complaint 
and discussion point, there’s really not much 
question that that created a conflict of inter¬ 
est for him. He should have recused himself 
on it, and according to state law, that specifi¬ 
cally includes not discussing the matter in 
any way in his official capacity. Yet he’s done 
so - on the dais, in the media, and in the 
BreweryArchitect.com blog. 

Here’s the key sentence 
from the complaint: “It 
appears Oliver is using his 
position as Planning Commis¬ 
sion Chair to influence 
CodeNEXT’s brewery regula¬ 
tions to profit his clients and 
business.” And well, yeah, 
that’s pretty undeniably true, 
though it also has to be said 
that he’s not necessarily 
using his power for bad - cre¬ 
ating profit for people and small businesses 
is actually a good thing. Still, as the com¬ 
plaint goes on: “As a local public official with 
a substantial economic interest in OPA 
Design Studios, he is required to recuse him¬ 
self from any participation involving 
CodeNEXT and breweries, which he has not 
done.” And that too is pretty undeniably true. 


Though again it has to be said that there’s a 
kind of stupid irony here, from Oliver’s point 
of view: Here he is, probably the single most 
experienced guy in town when it comes to 
this industry and its needs, and is it really in 
the city’s best interest for him to not be able 
to weigh in, when the time comes? 

No, probably not, and that sort of brings us 
around to the complainants’ second, more 
longstanding point, which is that by state law 
and the City Charter, there ought not to be so 
many developers on the PC in the first place. 
It’s been an open secret since at least 2015 
that, as the complaint states, “the Planning 
Commission’s composition violated the [City] 
Charter’s requirement that ‘a minimum of 
two-thirds of the members shall be lay mem¬ 
bers not directly or indirectly connected with 
real estate and land development.’” By most 
recent reckoning, at least seven commission¬ 
ers are very directly connected, as practicing 
architects, engineers, and/or builders. Is it 
good that we have that expertise advising 
Council, even if the Charter forbids it? Or is it 
bad that we have so many foxes guarding the 
henhouse, even if they’re honest, well-mean¬ 
ing foxes? Your call.

COUNCIL COMMITS TO IMMIGRANT 
LEGAL SERVICES 

As part of its effort to support the local immigrant 
community amid continued attacks from state and fed¬ 
eral lawmakers, City Council last week approved a 
$375,000 contract for five years to provide legal ser¬ 
vices for immigrants who live at or below 200% of the 
federal poverty line. The funds, earmarked for 
American Gateways, are a longer-term boost from 
Council’s one-time $200,000 “emergency” infusion 
last year to an existing contract with Catholic 
Charities of Central Texas. It marks the first consistent 
year-to-year funding for immigrant services. The new 
resources will help with deportation defense, Deferred 
Action for Childhood Arrivals (DACA), asylum cases, 
and humanitarian visas for survivors of violence and 
trafficking. “Given the ongoing attacks on our immi¬ 
grant community at the state and federal level, we are 
deeply grateful to have local leadership that under¬ 
stands the enormous need for additional legal servic¬ 
es,” said Edna Yang, deputy director at American 
Gateways. “We are excited about this new partnership 
and eager to hit the ground running.” - Mary Tuma 

CODENEXT’S DENSITY BONUS PROGRAM 

Land use commissioners met again on Tuesday to 
continue their marathon of meetings as CodeNEXT races 
toward an ambiguous finish line. The Planning Com¬ 
mission met first for a short consent agenda, during 
which Chair Stephen Oliver proposed two additional 
meetings, following the CodeNEXT public hearings on 
April 28 and May 1, meaning PC will meet every week in 
May to iron out Draft Three recommendations for City 
Council. Oliver also asked staff to outline the “consent 
items” (aka draft sections they believe the community 
accepts), in an effort to guide commissioners to sections 
that need attention, and implored community stake¬ 
holders to submit recommendations by April 24, so 
commissioners have enough time to digest those and 
bake that feedback into their own recommendations. 
Afterward, Planning commissioners joined the Zoning & 
Platting Commission for a presentation on the latest 
draft’s Housing Affordability and Density Bonus 
Program. This section, like several others in the third 
draft, introduces an entirely new set of proposals and 
text. ZAP last week accused the proposed program of 
being too complicated for developers. 

The presentation confirmed that some of the find¬ 
ings of the PC’s working group, which has been experi¬ 
menting with mapping levers, were incorporated into 


draft three. Specifically, their work can be found in the 
zoning designation “-A,” which is attached to areas 
that would be zoned mixed-use for the first time 
under CodeNEXT. Those zones will require that any 
developer wishing to build residential mixed-use auto¬ 
matically opt into a density bonus program, thereby 
guaranteeing more income-restricted units. The pre¬ 
sentation also covered the city’s S.M.A.R.T. Housing 
program as well as numerous math equations to show 
commissioners how the new and multiple density 
bonuses were calculated. - Sarah Marloff 

SWAT STANDOFF TURNS DEADLY 

Two Austin Police officers were injured on Sunday 
after an urgent 911 call turned into an early morning 
SWAT situation. The situation began just before 11pm 
on March 25, when three officers responded to a call 
from a duplex in Southeast Austin. Upon arriving, they 
knocked on the door to no answer, but someone fired 
shots at them as they made to leave. In a press briefing 
around 1:30am, interim Chief Brian Manley reported 
that the officers then jumped a nearby fence and called 
for backup. One suffered a gunshot wound to his arm, 
and another hurt his hand and knee. Both were later 
taken to the hospital with non-life-threatening injuries. 
Meanwhile, the third officer returned fire, and the inci¬ 
dent escalated into a SWAT situation. Using a robot, 
officers blasted the duplex’s door open, which eventu¬ 
ally led to the suspect and a woman running from the 
home. During the course of their exit a SWAT officer 
shot and killed the suspect. That officer and the one 
who returned fire earlier in the standoff are both on 
administrative duty as officials investigate the incident, 
per department policy. - Nina Hernandez 

METRORAIL’S MOVING SCHEDULE 

Last week, in an effort to improve the reliability of 
its MetroRail service, Capital Metro tried out a test 
schedule designed to reduce delays, moving arrival 
times up 10 minutes at each stop. And last Thursday 
the agency announced the tweaked times were such a 
success that it will operate on the new schedule 
through June, when it overhauls the entire bus system 
as part of the Connections 2025 plan. That doesn’t 
necessarily mean the MetroRail schedule will change 
again, but there is a possibility the bus system changes 
so dramatically that Cap Metro has to make a few 
tweaks to the MetroRail to coordinate the two. - N.H.

COPS AND MEDICS, AND HOW 
THE CITY TREATS THEM 

It didn’t take long after the fallout from last week’s 
bombings for the city to return to regular business. City 
Council offices have heard constituent calls for more 
attention from Austin Police, something that will only 
increase as the city grows. We’re also a city that loves to 
draft reports on various things, and it’s no surprise there 
are several floating around that recommend an increase to 
police staffing. 

Last week Council passed Item 47, asking APD to fill 12 
positions that were approved but unfunded two budget 
cycles ago. (Meanwhile, staff will work on a five-year com¬ 
prehensive staffing plan, due by April’s end.) Though it 
ultimately passed, the measure drew criticism from Delia 
Garza, Leslie Pool, and Kathie Tovo, who warned against 
directing contract negotiations through resolution. Garza 
made waves on Council’s message board last Wednesday 
when she accused colleagues of using Item 47 to stonewall 
the meet-and-confer process, which began again this 
month. “It directs city staff to do what is already being 
done,” she said. She drew laughs on Thursday, before the 
resolution passed, suggesting Council “do a resolution next 
week that APD wears blue uniforms. Oh, they already do.” 

But there was a faction that insisted the resolution was 
necessary for addressing longstanding staffing problems at 
APD. “We need this direction to the manager,” said Jimmy 
Flannigan. “We just need to finally have some definitive 
conversation around what that staffing plan needs to look 
like. It doesn’t predetermine what that staffing plan is.” 

MEANWHILE, IN CIVIL COURT... 

In the foreground of negotiations is the lawsuit filed by 
the Austin Police Association and CLEAT against the city 
over the Office of the Police Monitor’s ongoing access to 
internal affairs investigations. Late last week, the Austin 
Justice Coalition intervened in the suit in support of the 
city, which sought Monday to have Judge Amy Clark 
Meachum dismiss the case. 


The union says OPM access should cease during impasse, 
but city lawyers argued the city manager is within his legal 
right to delegate custodial responsibility for personnel 
records to the OPM, as with any other deputy. “We have an 
interest in keeping false reports against our officers pri¬ 
vate,” said city attorney Chris Edwards. “We discontinued 
the Citizen Review Panel for that reason.” Union lawyers 
questioned why the city has historically bargained for that 
privilege if that were so. 

The union would like to see the case play out while bar¬ 
gaining teams construct a new agreement. Activists fear 
that gives the union leverage, and have repeatedly called 
for the city to separate oversight from the bargaining pro¬ 
cess. On Monday, the city argued that since the OPM’s work 
is lawful, the APA isn’t actually being injured, and Meachum 
should dismiss the case. After questions, Meachum retreat¬ 
ed to study the case further. She could decide on the dis¬ 
missal request next week. 

STOPGAP MENS 

Buried in all that rubble is the city’s interim labor agree¬ 
ment with the Austin-Travis County EMS Association. 
The temporary agreement restores the union’s full-time 


representation, and Council approved it unanimously. The 
deal runs through September, the end of this fiscal year, 
giving the city time to complete another study to look into 
what paramedics should be paid. 

Before the vote, Association President Tony Marquardt 
asked Council to consider what he calls a disconnect 
between union negotiators and the dais. As the city and 
union work out a deal, “you all are pretty much exclusively 
in executive session and in the work sessions being advised 
by those that sit across the table from us,” he said. “So you 
get one half of perspective, and that’s happened for the 
nine months we were in contract and the three months 
after that.” 

Since last summer, Marquardt has pinned hopes for a 
reset on the arrival of a new city manager. Marquardt met 
with Spencer Cronk on Monday, and said afterward that he 
was encouraged by the talk. Among other topics, the two 
discussed the possibility of setting performance metrics for 
paramedics. It’s something Marquardt has talked about 
before, and he was pleasantly surprised Cronk seemed on a 
similar page. “Hopefully that will amount to a different out¬ 
look when it comes to evaluating what a paramedic wage 
should be in the city of Austin,” he said. - Nina Hernandez 


Crime and Coronation 


Last Thursday’s City Council meeting was 
not the longest on record. It only seemed like 
it, especially in the morning, when the dais 
spent a couple of enervating hours debating 
how best to express their intention to hire 
more police officers. All in all, it was one of 
those “We Love APD” sort of days .... 

The macho-sentimental atmosphere actual¬ 
ly preceded the regular meeting, when Mayor 
Steve Adler and other council members 
(Delia Garza, Ann Kitchen, Kathie Tovo) 
joined the morning press conference held by 
the Greater Austin Crime Commission, in 
order to support that day’s Item 47 and to 
thank interim Police Chief Brian Manley and 
his officers for bringing an end to the man¬ 
hunt for the Austin serial bomber the previ¬ 
ous morning. Horrifying as the entire bomb¬ 
ing episode was, the timing couldn’t have 
been better for the “public safety first” advo¬ 
cates of the GACC, with its Gotham City mon¬ 
iker, self-“commissioned” 20 years ago by a 
group of bold-faced, big-shot names - Bill 
Cunningham, Elizabeth Christian, Pete 
Winstead, Bobby Ray Inman, et al. - devot¬ 


ed to “supporting law enforcement and 
championing crime prevention.” 

Current GACC President David Roche (of 
the Endeavor Real Estate Group) began by 
endorsing Manley as “the right person to lead 
this [Austin Police] Department,” then declared 
the group’s support for Item 47 on the day’s 
Council agenda. That Item was (by common 
acknowledgment) a largely symbolic resolution 
recommending a “strategic hiring plan,” and 
the funding of 12 previously approved officer 
hires that haven’t yet been budgeted, but it 
was also a trigger for the larger GACC argu¬ 
ment that APD is “300 officers short” (in 
Roche’s words) of full-strength, with the relat¬ 
ed consequence that officers have too little 
time for the “community policing” (public out¬ 
reach) recommended by the usual experts. 

Adler spoke at length, also describing 
Manley as a “strong candidate” and thanking 
those particular officers who, in confronting 
the bomber the previous morning, “ran into 
danger to keep us safe.” Adler blamed the 
lack of a current APD staffing plan on the col¬ 
lapse of meet-and-confer contract negotia- 



resumed, as did the 
dais debate over Item 
47. No one really 
opposed it, per se - 
but several were wor¬ 
ried that it simply reiterated existing policy 
(something that Garza and Leslie Pool, off 
the dais this day, had argued on the Council’s 
message board), or that it jumped the gun on 
official budget deliberations (set to begin 
April 4). So there were various tweaks and 
“whereas”es added to the mix, before the 
resolution was finally approved, after a cou¬ 
ple of hours and occasional digressions to 
either question Manley on the staffing details 
or praise him again for his chiefliness - to 
which he responded with slightly embar¬ 
rassed deference. 

Selecting a police chief, of course, is a 
task legally belonging to City Manager

(not quite mentioning that he and his col¬ 
leagues had rejected a negotiated contract). 
Other council members reiterated their inten¬ 
tion for more police hiring, summed up in 
Garza’s remark that Austin is “no longer a 
small college town - we are a big city,” and 
need to act accordingly. 

Nevertheless, Garza added that she has 
been a strong advocate of the social service 
programs that are often left begging at bud¬ 
get time, and insisted, “We can do both

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Laura Morrison Kicks Off 


A couple hundred people at Threadgill’s 
World Headquarters Monday evening cele¬ 
brated the return of former City Council 
Member Laura Morrison to local political 
combat, this time as a candidate to replace 
incumbent Steve Adler, and become 
Austin’s “second female mayor” (after 
Carole Keeton Rylander, 1977-83). That 
was one note struck repeatedly in the festivi¬ 
ties, along with Morrison’s pledges to pro¬ 
mote affordable housing “in all parts of 
town,” to work toward “real mass transit,” 
and to both save money and address home¬ 
lessness by finding ways to focus resources 
on “the neediest people.” 

Morrison declared it is “time for a change” 
at City Hall, describing Austin in recent years 
as “more expensive and less affordable” for 
residents “here now.” She denounced any 
consideration of Austin parkland for Major 
League Soccer (or similar projects), said 
there should be consideration of economic 
incentives for Amazon, and said the city 
needs a mayor who governs “for all of us.” 

She briefly sketched out her background 
and her religiously active parents, recalling 
their support for desegregation of a swim¬ 
ming pool in their small Tennessee town that 
involved even their children, effectively teach¬ 
ing Morrison then “what it takes to stand up 
and make positive change.” The candidate 
didn’t mention Adler at length, but in passing 
described the incumbent as representing 
“the real estate industry” rather than all of 
Austin, and pledged to return to a city “less 
about buildings and more about people.” 

Morrison was introduced by Robin Rather, 
who called her a tireless fighter for “civil 
rights and justice”; Jane Rivera of the 
Parks Board, noting Morrison’s penchant for 
appointing people who showed active interest 


in specific policies; Diana Earl of Moms 
Demand Action (for gun sense in America); 
and environmental attorney Sarah Faust, 
who recalled Morrison’s Council action to end 
development fee waivers for Austin Water 
connections and “make growth pay for itself.” 

In addition to the speakers, familiar names 
among the crowd included: attorney Brian 
McGiverin, Gary Hyatt, Bill Oakey, D8 
Council candidate Bobby Levinski, mayoral 
candidate Travis Duncan, Mary Ingle, AISD 
board member Ann Teich, Bill Bunch, 

Dyana Li mon-Mercado, Council aides 
Barbara Rush and Amy Smith, Fred 
McGhee, and Jim Duncan. Former Mayor 
Pro Tern Mike Martinez also attended, “out 
of respect and friendship” for Morrison - he 
has taken no position on the race - and 
because he “knows what it’s like to put your 
name out there” for a seat as important as 
mayor. (Martinez lost to Adler in 2014.) 
Martinez said he’s not decided whether he’ll 
be “involved in the campaigns in some way.” 

Asked afterward if she expected to define 
Adler as “representing the real estate indus¬ 
try,” Morrison said, “At least in part ... just 
adhering to the facts.” In passing she had 
described the in-progress CodeNEXT revision 
as only “making things worse” for the city - 
asked if she thought the election would 
become a referendum on CodeNEXT, she said, 
“It’s a fluid situation ... it’s too soon to tell.” 

Concluding her speech, Morrison said, “We 
need to get this city on the right path,” but 
said that doesn’t mean “returning to the 
Austin of the past, but coming together to 
put the future on the right path ... for the 
economy, the environment, and equity.” She 
said she will implement ways to “manage 
Austin’s growth, and not growth to manage 
Austin.” - Michael King 


Spencer Cronk - Council may only confirm 
or veto his recommendation. Whether the 
just-hired Cronk has accumulated sufficient 
political capital to resist the current blue 
wave, and instead of immediately anointing 
Manley embarking on another national, 
lengthy open search, remains an unanswered 
question (see “All Eyes on Him,” p.4). 

Not mentioned on the dais, but not lost on 
some observers, was that three of Item 47’s 
sponsors - Kitchen, Ora Houston, and Ellen 
Troxclair - are commencing re-election cam¬ 
paigns, as is Mayor Adler. And in passing, a 
couple of times, the mayor noted that a 
recent uptick in violent crimes was largely 
driven by increased reporting of domestic vio¬ 
lence - a fact that might argue for more 
social workers than police officers, or at 
least a different model of policing than more 
“boots on the ground ....” 

Since there were another 98 bottles of agen¬ 
da on the wall, quite a few more things got done. 
• Hot for HOT: The often contentious matter 
of Hotel Occupancy Tax allocations (tied to 
the debate over proposed Convention Cen¬ 
ter expansion) was aired out in the evening, 
with some adjustment to plans for spending 
on historic preservation sites. 


• Remember EMS? See “Labor Laws,” at left. 

• Flooded Funding: More funding was 
approved for Onion Creek area housing 
buyouts, with some (unflooded) residents 
requesting distinctions for their situations 
going forward. 

• Mo* Mobility: Many millions in bond-based 

corridor construction funding was tentative¬ 
ly approved, with the proviso that Transporta¬ 
tion Dept, planners return soon with more 
detailed information on specific projects. 

• Courting Rosewood: After years of 
debate, an upgrade and preservation plan for 
Rosewood Courts public housing was 
approved - described as a “compromise” 
between strict preservation and extensive 
renovation to modern living standards - with 
many residents on hand to applaud. 

• Futbol Incoming? In the final vote of the 
day - just past midnight, on Adler’s actual 
birthday - Council approved further review of 
the potential of McKalla Place as a venue 
for Major League Soccer. 

The next regularly scheduled Council meet¬ 
ing is April 12, with a work session on the 
10th. The official budget forecast meeting 
is on Wednesday, April 4. - M.K.

The Jumpolin Story Goes to Court 

STATUS LABS PARTNERS JORDAN FRENCH AND 
DARIUS FISHER SUE AND COUNTERSUE 


Somebody’s lying. 

That’s the only certain conclusion to be 
drawn from the competing narratives sur¬ 
rounding the latest Status Labs legal 
actions, in which the former ownership 
partners, still yoked together by their origi¬ 
nal partnership agreements, are facing off 
in state district court. According to the 
party of the first part - Jordan French - his 
former partners have broken their contract, 
defrauded him, and misappropriated funds 
to their benefit and to the detriment of the 
company. According to the party of the sec¬ 


ond part - Darius Fisher, along with Jesse 
Boskoff - their former partner (French) 
nearly destroyed the company with irre¬ 
sponsible and reckless decisions, had to be 
expelled, and is now attempting a sort of 
legal coup d’etat by suing the company he 
jointly founded. 

If those names sound familiar to Austin¬ 
ites, it’s because they recall the February 
2015 demolition of the Jumpolin pinata 
shop, a small Eastside business that sud¬ 
denly became a metonymy for gentrifica- 
tion, inequalities of wealth and power, and 


the displacement of Latino residents by 
Anglo-driven development. Without rehash¬ 
ing the entire episode, its essential ele¬ 
ments were these: A real estate company 
related to public relations-plus firm Status 
Labs, bought the property upon which the 
Jumpolin business (owned by Monica and 
Sergio Lejarazu) was a tenant, and after 
some delay (and a permit issued by the city) 
demolished the building with little or no 
notice. Public outcry was immediate and 
intense, and though the Lejarazus have 
since re-established their business farther 


east (thanks in part to a settlement of their 
lawsuit against the landowners), their story 
has caused continuing conflict over succes¬ 
sor businesses on the property, and persists 
as an emblem of local injustice. (“Jordan 
French Out at Status Labs,” March 26, 2015.) 

That’s an abbreviated version, and 
includes several still-disputed elements. 
The continuing fallout now includes a law¬ 
suit filed by French early last year, counter¬ 
claims against French by Fisher and Bos¬ 
koff, and (barring a potential settlement) 
the prospect of a full trial in July. Excerpts 
of the myriad pleadings in the case give the 
flavor of the competing accusations. Accord¬ 
ing to French and his lawyers, “Fisher and 
Boskoff are using their positions as manag¬ 
ers of [Status Labs] to wrongfully dissipate, 
misapply and waste the company’s assets, 
for their own personal unjust enrichment, 
and such actions are illegal, oppressive and 
fraudulent.” According to Fisher and Bos¬ 
koff and their lawyers, French “breached 
his fiduciary duty to Fisher and Boskoff by 
his mismanagement of the company, his 
intentional dishonest acts, and his violation 
of the noncompetition provision of the 
Operating Agreement.” 

As recently as March 2, Judge Lee Yeakel 
cited Fisher and Boskoff with contempt for 
violating his previous order not to pay 
themselves in excess of $14,000 each, 
monthly; they were allowed a recess during 
the hearing, during which they had to 
return about $140,000 to company accounts 
to avoid immediate incarceration. 

Essentially (although even the precise 
allegations are themselves in dispute), each 
side accuses the other of various forms of 
breach of contract, fraud, and theft (i.e., 
misappropriation of company funds to their 
own enrichment). Those accusations and 


SYMPATHETIC COVERAGE FOR C0NDITT 


For those trying to understand why 23-year- 
old Mark Conditt terrorized parts of Central 
Texas for three weeks, the national corporate 
media’s sympathetic coverage of the killer 
hasn’t helped provide much clarity. 

A sampling: The New York Times described 
Conditt as “quiet, nerdy” and from a “tight- 
knit, godly family.” CNN told us his grand¬ 
mother “says he’s a loving man,” while NBC, 
talking to friends and family, characterized 
Conditt as a “very normal kid.” Newsweek 
had relatives defend him as “low-key” and 
“peaceful.” The most cringeworthy headline 
came from The Wall Street Journal: “Austin 
Bombing Suspect: Home-Schooled College 
Dropout Known for Dry Wit.” 

While national publications did produce 
some dogged reporting on the saga, those 
same outlets’ narratives of Conditt’s charac¬ 
ter echo the typically soft, infantilizing, and 
empathetic treatment of white male suspects 
as compared to their black counterparts, and 
even victims. Bringing up petty criminal histo¬ 
ries or drug use of black suspects while not¬ 
ing academic achievements and religious 
backgrounds of white suspects are among 
the stories’ hallmarks. 


“When a white person behaves in a crimi¬ 
nal way, it’s too often that media seems to 
find his humanity first,” said Nelson Linder, 
president of Austin’s chapter of the NAACP 
“It’s sad and embarrassing how a young 
man can terrorize us and kill people and 
the media will see his whiteness before his 
deadly actions. But it reflects the deep sys¬ 
temic bias in the media and racism in 
America as well.” 

But among the sympathetic profiles that 
followed Conditt’s death, other reports 
focused on his dark and dangerous views. 

At Austin Community College, he espoused 
ending the sex offender registry, spoke out 
against abortion, and called homosexuality 
“unnatural” and tantamount to pedophilia 
and bestiality. He’s a self-described political 
conservative from a “strictly religious” house¬ 
hold who was also part of a wea pons-ad mir¬ 
ing Christian survivalist group that talked 
about dangerous chemicals. 

Authorities have declined to cite an ideo¬ 
logical motive (investigations are ongoing), 
and national outlets have followed suit. “If 
his first name was Muhammad or if he was a 
black man it would be a different story,” said

Linder. Meanwhile, Conditt’s politics and the 
reality of his terror are clear: He attacked 
minority homes, killed a black teenager and 
black father, and injured an elderly Latina 
woman. Police have referenced a lengthy con¬ 
fession recording in which he expresses no 


remorse for his actions. But it appears as 
though “Domestic Terrorist Bomber an 
Anti-Abortion, Anti-LGBTQ Conservative 
Christian Survivalist” doesn’t fit the tidy 
narrative of the dry-witted boy who was just 
facing life’s big challenges. - Mary Tuma 



The media scrum outside Esperanza 
Herrera’s home on March 12 
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counter-accusations are but the tip of a very 
considerable iceberg of charges flying 
between the three men, who remain tied 
together by that same “Operating Agree¬ 
ment” that each side is accused of violating. 
The agreement itself left no certain way of 
breaking the partnership (another cause of 
mutual blame), so that while French 
“resigned” as CEO in the immediate wake 
of the Jumpolin debacle, he has sued as a 
“member” of the company management 
who can’t simply be voted out by his fel¬ 
lows. In their pleadings, Fisher and Boskoff 
say they would prefer to dissolve the com¬ 
pany (literally First Page Management, 
doing business as StatusLabs.com) to be 
quit of their relationship with French, while 
French says he is hoping for a settlement in 
the coming weeks that would presumably 
allow him to go on his way. 

Curiously, the Jumpolin episode contin¬ 
ues to reverberate throughout the lawsuit 
and its bitter disputes. Initially, French not 
only accepted responsibility for the deci¬ 
sion to demolish the building, he described 
the Lejarazus to a Culture Map reporter as 
criminals and akin to “roaches” who needed 
to be removed. (French now says, “I didn’t 
make those remarks attributed to me.”) 

French recently told the Chronicle that 
while as an owner, he certainly bore major 
responsibility for the demolition, the deci¬ 
sion was in the works for months, and “every¬ 
body in the company” was aware of it, includ¬ 
ing Fisher and Boskoff. He has provided to 
the court a text message, purportedly from 
former controller Jeff Love to Darius Fisher, 
in which Love writes, “I am going to knock 
down the pinata store. Are you sure you want 
to do this [?]” to which Fisher apparently 
responds, “Ha ha ha.” (Love has testified in 
deposition on French’s behalf.) 


The provenance of the text messages 
remains unconfirmed, and Fisher told the 
court that he doesn’t recognize the messag¬ 
es and denies writing the response. Fisher 
also says that in fact, French and Love per¬ 
sonally drove the acquisition of the Jumpo¬ 
lin site (through a separate company, F&F 
Real Estate Ventures), and that the other 
partners (as well as the Status Labs staff) 
were blindsided by the abruptness of the 
demolition and especially by French’s sub¬ 
sequent inflammatory public comments. 

Somebody’s lying. 

At the time, Status employees issued an 
“open letter” to Austinites, laying the blame 
on French and apologizing to the communi¬ 
ty, saying they would do whatever necessary 
to rebuild trust. French says he believes that 
Fisher wrote the letter in an effort to place all 
blame for the demolition and its fallout on 
French. Two spokespeople for current 
employees - “Director of Culture” Clair 
Rogers and “Senior PR Strategist” Lacy 
Jansson - insist that the letter was employ¬ 
ee-written and sincere, that they and others 
have remained with the company because 
they believe in its work and support current 
management (Fisher and Boskoff), and that 
French’s charges and lawsuit are groundless. 

Whether all this will be aired out in open 
court remains uncertain - and there are 
wheels within wheels of additional allega¬ 
tions that may or may not surface publicly. 
But for a firm whose work rests on “public 
relations” and “reputation management,” it 
is certainly an ironical fate that years after 
the Jumpolin demolition, it remains a central 
company project to attempt to restore and 
manage its own reputation, and to re-estab¬ 
lish relations with its community that might 
somehow, eventually, remove the ugly stain 
of its first impression. - Michael King 


Paxton Lies in Letter on Women’s Health 


A March 22 letter to the U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services from Texas Attorney General Ken 
Paxton makes startlingly clear that our A.G. doesn’t 
know what the hell he’s talking about when it comes to 
women’s health. 

The letter urges the Trump administration to place 
federal Title X funds back into the hands of state offi¬ 
cials. In 2013, the Obama administration 
granted the $6.5 million in federal fami¬ 
ly planning funds to a nonprofit, the 
Women’s Health and Family Planning 
Association of Texas, instead of the 
prior recipient, the Department of 
State Health Services. (Both groups 
applied for the grants.) The decision 
came after the state mismanaged and 
destroyed the family planning land¬ 
scape with massive budget cuts, lead¬ 
ing to a drastic drop in services and 
more than 80 clinic closures. 

But Paxton asserts that the previous administra¬ 
tion “removed Texas from the list of eligible Title X 
grant recipients because of our Legislature’s commit¬ 
ment to protecting the lives of the unborn,” which is 
completely false. He adds that since the state “is 
unwilling to function as a conduit of federal monies to 
abortion providers, Texas has been denied the ability 
to participate in the program.” Again a total inaccura¬ 


cy: Texas losing those funds had nothing to do with 
pro-choice politics and everything to do with its 
harmful budget decisions. 

Paxton additionally claims in error that Title X fund¬ 
ing was discontinued five years ago. The Women’s 
Health and Family Planning Association of Texas 
administers those funds, meant for low-income and 
uninsured women, to 28 health care 
providers that manage nearly 100 clin¬ 
ics across Texas, including the Austin- 
area People’s Community Clinics and 
El Buen Samaritano in South Austin. 

Paxton’s letter also serves as a dis¬ 
turbing show of support for the Trump 
administration’s recent rule change to 
Title X applicants that prioritizes faith- 
based and abstinence-only education 
organizations and rolls back access to a 
wider range of birth control methods. 
Planned Parenthood Texas Votes 
Executive Director Yvonne Gutierrez said Paxton’s 
rhetoric shows that Texas officials “are accepting the 
Trump-Pence administration’s invitation to gut Title X, 
the nation’s family planning program.... We’ve already 
seen the devastating impacts to Texans when politi¬ 
cians strip away access to critical preventive services 
like birth control, cancer screenings, and STI testing 
and treatment.” - M.T. 
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Why Aren’t UT 
Students Getting 
Rape Kits? 


The numbers don't add up

Jasmine Bell graduated from UT in 
December with a bachelor’s degree in psy¬ 
chology. Bell was born and raised in Austin, 
and she hopes to stay here for the next few 
years to pursue a graduate degree from the 
same school that she was so eager to attend 
as a child - she’s still waiting to hear if she’s 
been accepted. But these days Bell is disil¬ 
lusioned with the institution. 

Bell is a survivor of what she calls a 
“sexually abusive relationship.” She and 
her ex-boyfriend dated for over a year when 
she was an underclassman. (He was not a 
student.) For years, she told me, Bell blamed 
herself and justified the ongoing abuse 
because “he never hit me.” But that didn’t 
mean he didn’t leave scars. Bell now lives 
with PTSD, a condition for which she claims 
UT’s administration was unsympathetic. 

Bell’s story is not unique. 

A recent set of statistics 
released by the university 
found that 15% of the 
school’s undergraduate 
women and 7% of female 
grad students have been 
raped during their enroll¬ 
ment. These numbers are 
part of a larger study conducted by the 
school’s Institute on Domestic Violence 
and Sexual Assault. As of last spring, 5% of 
UT’s undergrad men and 3% of those in 
graduate school said they too had been 
raped during their time here, while 23% of 
gender nonbinary students say they’ve 
experienced unwanted sexual touching. 
Overall, according to the UT study, 9% of 
approximately 51,000 students will be raped 
before they graduate. 

Worse still is that UT’s numbers are not 
above average when they’re stacked up 
against other big colleges across the coun¬ 
try. Rape remains a prevailing problem on 
college campuses, which is why local advo¬ 
cates against sexual assault continue to 
work with UT to make its campus more 
aware and accommodating to survivors. 

In the fall of 2015, after several months of 
logistical meetings with stakeholder groups, 
UT began providing sexual assault forensic 
exams to student survivors of rape. It was a 
radical step for the university to take. Emily 
LeBlanc, who co-chairs the Austin-Travis 
County Sexual Assault Response and 
Resource Team, said there are under a 
dozen other colleges in the country that 
offer such a service. “It’s a big deal, period,” 
reflected Jenny Black, SAFE’S director of 
forensic nursing and advocacy. “As far as I 


know, there’s not another university in the 
state that’s doing it.” 

Since so few schools offer students this 
kind of service - designed to offer students 
an alternative, easier-to-access option 
where they potentially feel more comfort¬ 
able - it’s difficult to know what to expect. 
But certainly no one expected the number 
of collected rape kits to be what they are 
today: Since November of 2015, only six 
rape kits have been collected on UT’s cam¬ 
pus. That’s less than 1% of the kits that 
could have been created, based on the 4,600 
IDVSA-reported sexual assaults of stu¬ 
dents. (Exams are also conducted at SAFE’S 
Eloise House and several hospitals through¬ 
out Travis County. SAFE forensic nurses 
served 413 people between the ages of 18 
and 23 between November of 2015 and 
December 2017.) 

Black, who began her 
career in forensic nursing 11 
years ago, said she’s often 
struck by how few UT stu¬ 
dents she and her colleagues 
have served. “I figured with 
that kind of population - 
that many people - we’d be 
seeing more,” she said. But Black believes 
the IDVSA numbers make clear “the issue 
is not Well, it’s just not happening.’” She 
said it’s more reasonable to infer that some 
sort of systemic failure, or perhaps general 
disregard, is stopping students from reach¬ 
ing out to the professional response system. 

DISTRUST IN THE SYSTEM 

There is no clear answer to the question 
of what’s preventing students from access¬ 
ing SAFE exams at UT, a service that is both 
free of charge and requires no insurance 
claim to be processed. But University 
Health Services’ nursing director Kathy 
Mosteller put it bluntly: “The vast majority 
[of rape survivors] that come to us don’t 
want a forensic exam.” 

Mosteller said “you could get a Ph.D. on 
‘why’” that is the case. (“I don’t have that,” 
she quipped.) But anecdotally, she believes 
that for many students there exists a degree 
of uncertainty over what happened to them. 
“I hear a lot of, ‘I drank too much, he was on 
top of me. I don’t know what happened.’ 
There’s a lot of self-blame.” 

Mosteller assists with UT’s Clery campus 
crime reporting, published annually in the 
school’s Security and Fire Safety Report. 
Though Clery covers all campus crime, 
UHS’s statistics generally cover physical 


assaults. Through this reporting, Mosteller 
confirmed: The majority of student survi¬ 
vors say they were assaulted by a friend or 
acquaintance. “It’s mostly someone they 
were with at a party or a bar,” she said. 
Knowing one’s attacker can fuel uncertain¬ 
ty. “If you’re a stranger and you hurt some¬ 
one - they don’t care about what happens to 
you,” said Bell. “But if you do it to your 
girlfriend or friend, she doesn’t want you to 
go to jail.” Ultimately, no one wants to 
believe that someone they trusted would 
take advantage of them. 

Austin Smith, a third-year UT student 
and resident adviser for on-campus hous¬ 
ing, believes students aren’t seeking out 
forensic exams on campus for more compli¬ 
cated reasons; many of the students he 
interacts with “don’t feel comfortable with 
any university department. ... For many 
communities, there is a distrust of the uni¬ 
versity based on lived expe¬ 
riences or word-of-mouth.” 

Smith pointed to the 
recent commotion over UT’s 
decision to keep pharmacy 
professor Richard Morrisett 
on staff after it was discov¬ 
ered that he pleaded guilty 
in 2016 to a family violence 
assault charge for strangling 
his girlfriend. UT investigat¬ 
ed the incident, concluded 
Morrisett wasn’t a threat, 
and allowed him to return to work, saying 
he’s “being punished by the criminal jus¬ 
tice system.” (See “Is UT Harboring a 
Domestic Abuser?” Feb. 16.) 

That response hasn’t done much to con¬ 
vince students that UT has their best inter¬ 
ests in mind. In February, a group of stu¬ 
dents marched across campus in protest of 
Morrisett’s retainment, while graffiti has 
been sprayed around campus accusing UT 
of protecting abusers. Bell responded to the 
most recent vandalism with an online post 
accusing UT of valuing Morrisett’s grant 
money over the “safety, welfare, and peace 
of mind” of students. Later, she told me the 


school’s decision to keep Morrisett on staff 
represents a “slap in the face” to survivors 
of sexual and dating violence. “I already 
knew UT didn’t care about survivors, but I 
didn’t think they’d go that far. There’s not 
even a question of whether or not he did it; 
he pleaded guilty. He strangled someone.” 

Asked about the school’s decision to keep 
Morrisett on staff, UT Communications 
Strategist Shilpa Bakre forwarded the state¬ 
ment University President Greg Fenves 
provided in January following the first 
round of backlash to the revelations. Fenves 
promised an administrative review of poli¬ 
cies and procedures regarding off-campus 
violence. Those recommendations are 
expected in the coming weeks. 

The distrust among students also extends 
to the legal system. Smith said he’s never 
met a sexual assault survivor who’s wanted 
to get police involved in their own case. 

While getting a rape kit does 
not commit a survivor to fil¬ 
ing charges (exams can be 
stored for two years if the 
person is unsure about pur¬ 
suing prosecution), the pro¬ 
cess is tightly linked to a 
criminal justice system that 
often fails survivors of rape 
and assault. “If someone is 
clued in enough” to know 
UT offers free SAFE exams, 
Smith said, “they also know 
the statistics around the legal process when 
it comes to assault.” Rape is a notoriously 
difficult crime to prosecute. Another IDVSA 
report found that, in Texas, only 9% of rapes 
get reported, and few perpetrators see jail 
time after a trial, if charges are even filed. 
According to Travis County records, only 
three alleged perpetrators were convicted 
by a jury of sexual assault in the 13 months 
from Jan. 1, 2017 to Jan. 31, 2018. 

Mosteller did not mince words when she 
said that the news reporting on the Austin 
Police Department’s rape kit backlog “may 
discourage some people.” APD has spent

countless hours in the media hot seat for its 
appallingly large backlog of untested rape 
kits, culminating in the department’s shut¬ 
down of its DNA lab in the summer of 2016. 
The lab was closed after an audit found a 
lengthy list of issues including poorly 
trained staff, outdated procedures, and at 
least one badly botched sexual assault case. 
By last February, APD had accumulated 
more than 4,000 untested DNA cases - 80% 
of which were SAFE exams. In the year 
since, the department struggled to find labs 
with the capacity to test more rape kits (as 
the problem of untested kits is not isolated 
to Austin). It’s no wonder survivors aren’t 
confident in the legal system. 

If there’s a silver lining, it’s that APD has 
since finally stepped up. As of mid-March, 
the department’s backlog had dropped to 
219 kits, four of which are new. APD con¬ 
firmed that testing has been completed for 
1,875 kits, and they remain on track to zero 
out the backlog before year’s end. 

WHO’S CLUED IN? 

Still, sexual assault advocates continue to 
praise UT for its decision to offer the foren¬ 
sic exams. Many say that the service is 
worth it if it helps even one survivor. The 
Survivor Justice Project’s Ana Rodriguez 
DeFrates called the university a “national 
leader” for offering the service in a health 
care setting, which she said could go a long 
way toward destigmatizing the process. But 
just allowing these exams to be collected is 
not enough. “We really need to see an effort 
on the part of UT to make it known to stu¬ 
dents,” she said. 

Campus outreach is left to the university, 
and it seems not much energy has been put 
toward spreading the word. Walk by the 
Voices Against Violence office and you’ll see 
windows adorned with posters promoting 
consent. Asked why there aren’t posters - or 
even stickers covertly placed in bathroom 
stalls - informing students of this service, 
the office has no answer. (VAV declined to 
speak with me for this story.) Smith, who 
got involved with efforts to end sexual and 


dating violence in high school, says he’s 
posted relevant information in the past, but 
admits “it can be difficult.” Posters, includ¬ 
ing ones in bathrooms, have to be approved 
by each building’s management. Sometimes 
there’s “pushback from other players on 
campus,” he said. “There are folks in 
Communications who worry it’ll seem like 
the campus is unsafe.” 

To the untrained eye, that’s true. But what 
must be understood is that the number of 
assaults aren’t unique to UT. According to 
the Rape, Abuse & Incest National Network, 
more than 11% of all U.S. college students 
experience rape or sexual assault. These 
attacks are happening, and providing sup¬ 
port after an assault is as important as pro¬ 
viding prevention. Rodriguez DeFrates said, 
“It may be scary to advertise” the service, 
but reminded: “We can only take advantage 
of what we’re aware of.” 

Making matters more complicated is that 
SAFE exams are only offered on campus 
during UHS’s business hours, Monday 
through Friday, from 8am to 5:30pm. For the 
first two years, the clinic was also open on 
Saturday afternoons, but that ended last fall, 
due to budget constraints. The decision to 
limit availability wasn’t easy, but as Mosteller 
explained it, “We couldn’t see how it would 
be safe for an assault survivor to come to 
this building at 2am and have to sit outside 
waiting for someone who has access.” 

Students right now can learn about foren¬ 
sic exams on the UHS website and the 
24-hour nurse hotline. In theory, most col¬ 
lege students are proficient internet naviga¬ 
tors, and Mosteller said the information is 
easy to find if sought out. But she also 
understands that “somebody who’s gone 
through an experience like that is trauma¬ 
tized, so they may not be thinking clearly.” 

It’s no surprise that the topic of sexual 
assault is not one the university is eager to 
discuss during student orientation. As it 
stands, according to Mosteller, campus 
departments already compete for “pre¬ 
cious minutes” to speak with incoming 
students. Instead, Mosteller said the goal 
is to make sure campus leaders have the 


information to disseminate, including RAs, 
teaching assistants, and faculty. She 
acknowledged, however, that “it’s possible 
that more work could be done on that.” 

Which is true, according 
to Smith, who said he doesn’t 
recall information about 
forensic exams “ever being 
mentioned” during RA train¬ 
ing. He said students who do 
advocacy work on campus 
“shouldn’t be used as an 
excuse for the university to 
not promote resources. 

“I don’t think UT can just 
point at passionate students 
and say that’s enough ... if they really want 
us to do the legwork, they should give us 
some sort of platform, or assistance. They 
should ask us for input.” 

MAKING THE NUMBERS MATCH 

Mosteller - and it seems the school as a 
whole - is committed to making UT a better 
place for survivors. Mosteller believes it’s 
important that the school is asking whether 
students are aware of the services provided, 
and questioning how the school can make 
the necessary information “so available that 
the answer is ‘absolutely.’” Though she 
doesn’t claim to have an answer, she did 
provide a few suggestions that could help. 

Currently, before incoming freshmen reg¬ 
ister for classes, they must go through an 
online training course covering drug and 
alcohol use. Mosteller suggests the universi¬ 
ty look into implementing a similar training 
regarding consent, respect, and campus ser¬ 
vices - including forensic exams. This could 
be impactful because “one thing that gets 
people is when they can’t register,” she said. 
“Some may still sleep through it, or maybe 
that’s not the way they learn, but it’s still one 
more opportunity.” And if orientation may 
not be the best place to initiate this conversa¬ 
tion, parent newsletters might be: Surveys 
show that students reach out to their parents 
more than any other group when in need. 

Whether either of those two ideas will be 
capitalized on remains to be seen. Mosteller 
implied both were out of her scope of con¬ 
trol and Bakre confirmed that creating and 
implementing an online training module is 


a multi-department collaboration that takes 
time. Neither was aware of anything like it 
currently in the works. However, UT has 
been busy implementing the recommenda¬ 
tions made by the 
Institutional Stakeholder 
Group within the IDVSA 
report. Three additional 
full-time staff members 
have been hired: one to 
oversee BeVocal, a program 
and training on bystander 
intervention; an education 
coordinator to provide in- 
person Title IX trainings 
(according to Bakre, over 
900 faculty and staff have been trained 
since December); and a confidential advo¬ 
cate who oversees the Interpersonal 
Violence Peer Support program for addi¬ 
tional student support. 

UT has also updated its Consensual 
Relationship Policy to better clarify prohib¬ 
ited relationships. And in August it expand¬ 
ed confidential options to the Student 
Ombuds, Faculty Ombuds, and Staff 
Ombuds offices. This should give students 
(as well as faculty and staff) additional sup¬ 
port opportunities, more reporting options, 
and better access to university resources. 

By this summer, UT plans to staff aca¬ 
demic departments with Title IX liaisons to 
increase reporting opportunities, and a Title 
IX Impact Report is in the works, which will 
publish reporting numbers, behavioral 
trends, prevention, and education efforts 
across campus - though Bakre did not men¬ 
tion if that will also include post-assault 
services. Perhaps these steps will help 
rebuild students’ trust. For now, Smith hedg¬ 
es: “I don’t think UT makes a strong enough 
effort to support survivors of rape, but they 
work really hard to seem like they do.” 

Rodriguez DeFrates put a more hopeful 
spin on the situation, saying UT should be 
“given the chance to do the right thing. ... 
They need to start letting students know 
about the service. Yes, we want the number 
of rape kits collected to be low, but because 
the need is low” - not because students 
don’t know the option exists. ■

How do you pick out a bunch of Austinites in a Houston crowd? Well, over the weekend at

Showdown on the 
Fifth Floor 

Changes at UTs Fine Arts Library cause a rift in the 
College of Fine Arts

A tale of two floors: On one, rows and 
rows of books filling the length and breadth 
of its 18,000 square feet, with students 
quietly browsing the stacks or exploring 
the materials’ contents - a space of silence, 
study, and individual discovery. On the 
other, a hive of classrooms with computers, 
whiteboards, and students working togeth¬ 
er - a space of instruction and collaboration. 

The quiet floor has been like that since 
the E. William Doty Fine Arts Building 
opened at the University of Texas in 1979: 
a repository of books, periodicals, journals, 
scores, and other collection materials in 
the UT Fine Arts Library (FAL). And actu¬ 
ally its buzzy neighbor one floor below was 
like it for 38 years. But in 2017, the lower 
floor received a 21st century makeover, and 
that sparked a contentious campaign across 
the College of Fine Arts to ensure that the 
upper floor never becomes like the lower. 

The transformation of the Doty Building’s 
fourth floor arose from the need for a 
home for CoFA’s new School of Design and 
Creative Technologies, a coalescence of the 
popular arts and entertainment tech pro¬ 
grams (game and mobile media applica¬ 
tions, integrated design, music and sound, 
new performance technologies) that the 
college had begun offering over the past 
decade. When UT’s administration vetoed 
a new facility for the school and other 
sites around the Doty proved unsuitable, 
Dean Douglas Dempster turned to the FAL, 
which he saw as underutilized. Vice Provost 
and Director of UT Libraries Lorraine 
Haricombe, who had also agreed to devote 
part of the library’s third floor to a maker 
space dubbed the Foundry, signed off on 
the plan to remake the fourth floor. (Rill 
disclosure: I’ve spent nine years on the 
UT Libraries Advisory Council. I am also a 
graduate of the UT College of Fine Arts.) 

The School debuted last fall to much 
fanfare. It was credited with reversing a 
20-year decline in enrollment in the college 
(a drop of 20%, Dempster says) and showed 
CoFA’s willingness to embrace digital arts 
and new media. But that progress came at a 
steep cost: a full floor of the library’s stacks. 
The materials there had to go somewhere, 
and while some could move upstairs, 55,000 
volumes, 20,000 journals, and 75,000 DVDs 
and CDs were packed off to remote storage 


- either the Collections Deposit Library on 
the Pickle Research Campus or the Joint 
Deposit Library, a partnership between UT 
and Texas A&M, at College Station. With 
240,000 materials already housed off-site, 
this brought the number of remotely stored 
FAL materials up to 390,000, or more than 
60% of the Fine Arts Library’s holdings. The 
clearing out of so many materials at once 
was a shock to the system for students and 
faculty members and stoked fears that the 
fifth floor would soon be cleared out as well. 

In an Oct. 18 memo to CoFA students, 
faculty, and staff, Dempster defended the 
repurposing of the fourth floor, citing the 
serious drop in the number of materials 
checked out from the FAL: from 216,000 
in 2012-13 to fewer than 100,000 in 2016-17. 
While allowing that “many make good use 
of [the library] every day,” he argued that 
“one is hard pressed at any random hour to 
find more than a handful of students study¬ 
ing or browsing the collection.” By contrast, 
the rooms on the remade fourth floor see 
“hundreds of students and teachers work¬ 
ing” on any weekday. He added, “The ques¬ 
tion is not whether a great research and 
teaching collection close to hand is a good 
and treasured thing, but whether we can 
be making better use of the space in the 
Doty Building in light of these conspicuous 
trends and alternatives to managing the 
collection.” To that end, Dempster pledged 
to form two working groups made up of fac¬ 
ulty, students, staff, and librarians to study 
where in the college new programs could be 
housed and any alternatives for housing the 
Fine Arts collections on the fifth floor. 

Recipients of the letter weren’t reassured. 
Within days, Butler School of Music faculty 
and the Graduate Art History Association 
sent the dean letters of concern, which were 
followed by similar letters from faculty in 
the Department of Theatre & Dance and 
the Department of Art & Art History, as well 
as a letter signed by more than 400 alumni. 
The Daily Texan reported that 100 students 
“voiced opposition to the removal of fine 
arts books and collection materials” at a 
town hall with Dempster in November. Fliers 
posted around campus stated “Please don’t 


take away our books” and “Removing our 
library is an insult to our study and implies 
our research doesn’t matter.” A website, 
SaveUTLibraries.com, began collecting state¬ 
ments of protest and news reports about the 
issue, and promoting opportunities for action, 
such as signing a Change.org petition (it cur¬ 
rently boasts more than 6,100 signatures). In 
March, activity accelerated, with more letters 
streaming in (from curators and staff of the 
Blanton Museum of Art, the Undergraduate 
Art History Association, and many individu¬ 
als); students picketing Dempster’s speech 
at SXSWedu; artist Sean Ripple creating the 
FAL-related project Remote Storage; and a 
battalion of students and faculty members 
speaking out at a meeting of the UT Faculty 
Council, which then passed a resolution pro¬ 
testing the removal of materials from the FAL 
and repurposing of space within the library 
without “real consultation of the faculty.” 

The idea that CoFA faculty was not con¬ 
sulted on the FAL changes or what would be 
stored off-site is among the most common 
criticisms of those behind the move and 
where some of the deepest resentment lies. 
UT Libraries spokesperson Travis Willmann 
says that “UT librarians briefed faculty 
members in each of the CoFA departments 
... about plans to consolidate the on-site 
collection on the fifth floor and move some 
of the collection into storage,” but art his¬ 
tory professor Richard Shiff contends that 
the move was presented at the briefings as 
“a fait accompli. It had been decided, and 
we were being informed what the decisions 
had been. We had no input on those deci¬ 
sions.” Linda Henderson, also an art history 
professor, says she happened to hear about 
materials being boxed up for storage and 
launched an llth-hour appeal to librarians 
to keep on-site five art journals that were 
indispensable to colleagues and students. 


Over the past six months, CoFA faculty 
and students have laid out a long list of 
arguments for preserving the fifth floor as 
it is, from the inefficiencies of retrieving 
off-site materials to serendipitous discover¬ 
ies that arise from browsing through the 
stacks to the damage a diminished library 
would have to UT’s standing as a research 
institution. It would take another article as 
long as this just to summarize them all. 

Though administrators steadfastly insist 
that no decision has been made regard¬ 
ing the future of the Doty’s fifth floor, the 
assertion has been met with widespread 
skepticism, if not cynicism. This was most 
apparent at the March 19 Faculty Council 
meeting, when Provost Maurie Mclnnis’ 
remarks, which opened with this point, 
were followed by nearly two hours of fac¬ 
ulty and students calling that claim into 
question. The very first speaker from the 
floor, Classics professor Thomas Palaima, 
cited prior instances when the UT admin¬ 
istration’s actions were at odds with its 
words. Later speakers challenged not only 
statements by administrators but also the 
character of those making them, the most 
sensational being Classics professor Rabun 
Taylor likening Dempster appropriating the 
fourth floor to a “tinhorn dictator” making 
“a nakedly authoritarian land grab.” 

If it wasn’t evident before that meeting, 
then it was clear after that there’s a rupture 
in trust between UT’s faculty and students 
and its administrators over this matter. The 
former looks to have lost faith in the latter, 
and no one’s drinking what they’re serving. 
Indeed, the well may have been poisoned at 
this point. That could change April 2, once 
the dean’s working groups report in, or 
later, when actions are taken in their wake, 
but for now, UT’s Fine Arts Library seems 
like a house divided against itself. ■

Targeted Satire 

Theatre en Bloc’s The Secretary takes dead aim at our 
national gun obsession and hits it with laughs 


Second Amendment, y’all! 

Shirley, the lovable and dotty secretary at 
the high school, has done did it again. She 
took her gun out of her desk to calm down a 
student who had also shown up with a gun, 
and her gun just ... went off, killing the stu¬ 
dent and saving the school. To fully honor her, 
Ruby, the arms manufacturer du jour in a small 
Southern town, creates and names a special 
gun for Shirley - dubbing it “The Secretary.” 

However, Ruby has had a lot of problems 
with her help in the office lately, and the list 
is only getting longer. In addition to a new 


gun rollout and an intercom perpetually 
on the fritz, she’s on the search for 
a good secretary herself, and it’s not 
going well. Janelle, her assistant, is full 
of emotions, and her dang sister April 
is a hard pass for the new 
position - mostly on account 
of her moral opposition to 
firearms. Lorie, a hard-edged 
hardass, takes the job, only 
she starts carrying a gun with 
her at all times. A big gun. On 
a strap. Around her neck. 


But Ruby understands the need for guns. 
She sells protection to all those in need of it 
and has tirelessly created the perfect pieces 
for all of life’s little uh-ohs, so from house¬ 
wife to the toilet-bound, folks can always feel 
safe. Except folks like Brandy, whose son was 
the student Shirley shot - not only does she 
keep yapping about safety, that woman just 
can’t let stuff go. Folks like her and April keep 
showing up and offering lectures and staging 
pesky die-ins. Which is not good for business. 

But the guns don’t give up, and before long, 
they’re wreaking havoc in the town. They just 
can’t stop going off! As more and more acci¬ 
dents occur, these fine folks come to a right 
rational decision: It’s the guns! Not the peo¬ 
ple! And by the end of this extremely engaging, 
lightning-quick and whip-smart comedy-turned- 
drama written by Kyle John Schmidt and 
directed by Jenny Lavery for Theatre en Bloc, it 
is the guns that rule the day. 

With its incredibly strong all-female cast 
(Babs George, Regan Goins, Susan Myburgh, 
Amber Quick, Elise Ogden, and Liz Beckham), 
hilarious exchanges, and down-home humor, 
The Secretary feels like Tuna, Texas, turned 
target practice. Schmidt’s storytelling abil¬ 
ity is clear - the entirety of The Secretary 
(which runs two hours with one 15-minute 
intermission) takes place in Ruby’s office, 
which, thanks to set designer Cheraya Esters, 
comes complete with a hidden gun safe. Kate 
Glasheen’s dialect coaching ensures everyone 
sounds like they’re from the same part of the 
rural South, and the production is rounded 
out by Jenny Hanna-Chambers, who should be 
cited for some kind of visual comedy award 
for pairing crutches with a tramp stamp. 

Lastly, a trigger warning: While the 
guns used in the play are not real, 
they do look incredibly realistic, and 
the actors do point them at each 
other a lot. But it is not without 
cause, and The Secretary is worth 

seeing specifically because 
it is so funny, and in our 
darkest times, in the heat 
of the worst debates, some¬ 
times laughter is necessary. 
And y’all, this mess is fun¬ 
nier than a raccoon trying 
to wash a soda cracker.

IN THE CLUBS 


Most established theatre companies in 
Austin have a distinctive “voice” to their 
work, and Austin Playhouse is no exception. 
The source material for its current produc¬ 
tion, Shakespeare in Love, is, obviously, 
the screenplay of the same name by Marc 
Norman and Tom Stoppard, adapted for the 
stage by Lee Hall. Arguably, Stoppard’s hand 
in that Academy Award-winning film is where 
it and Austin Playhouse’s voice sync up; the 
company has a history of producing Stoppard, 
from his original works such as Arcadia, 
Travesties, and The Real Thing to his adapta¬ 
tion of Chekhov’s The Seagull. It’s a pairing 
that has worked quite well in the past and 
works extraordinarily well in the present. 

While the stage version differs from the 
film in a few key areas - gone is the thread 
with Shakespeare, Rosaline, and the Master 
of Revels, for example - it keeps the story 
mostly intact. It’s still the romantic comedy 
of lovelorn William Shakespeare experiencing 
in real time his own inspiration for Romeo 
and Juliet. (Also Twelfth Night, if we get down 
to it.) Where moments from the film that 
wouldn’t work onstage are eliminated, they’re 
replaced by moments that work as well as, 
if not better than, their screen counterparts. 
This version seems even more stuffed with 
Shakespearean references and Easter eggs 
than the film, with some jokes specifically for 
theatre nerds - during the audition scene, for 
example, an actor is asked for his “contempo¬ 
rary monologue,” then launches into Faustus. 

Fans of the film who are so familiar with 
it that they know not only its dialogue but 
also its rhythm and pacing will find some of 
the rhythm, pacing, and even line delivery 
here lifted straight from the film - director 
Don Toner and assistant director Lara Toner 
Haddock apparently having subscribed to 
the precept that if it ain’t broke, don’t fix it. 
When this does happen, however, it’s not at 
all objectionable, and otherwise they helm a 
marvelous cast and crew through a produc¬ 


tion that is distinctively Austin Playhouse. 

Having made his bones throughout the 
years at Austin Playhouse, Stephen Mercantel 
proves he can deftly carry a show as the Bard 
himself, full of all the brashness and bra¬ 
vado you’d expect from Billy Shakes, without 
channeling Joseph Fiennes. A powerhouse 
ensemble makes for plenty of stolen scenes, 
though, and J. Ben Wolfe as Ned Alleyn, 
leader of the Admiral’s Men; Brian Coughlin 
as Lord Wessex; and Mary Agen Cox as 
Queen Elizabeth I all dominate any scene in 
which they’re present. Also notable are Huck 
Huckaby’s Fennyman, Bernadette Nason’s 
Nurse, and Jason Newman’s Kit Marlowe, 
who enjoys a rather expanded role in the 
stage version. And Claire Grasso (as per 
usual) gives a riveting and memorable per¬ 
formance as Viola de Lesseps, the fiery and 
ultimately otherwise betrothed love interest 
of Shakespeare, providing the inspiration for 
Juliet and, eventually, Viola in Twelfth Night. 

The show is clearly meant for a larger 
space, and it’s admirable how the design 
team has crammed within this wooden “0” 
the very casques that did affright the air at 
Aginc ... wait, wrong Shakespeare play, but 
you understand. Mike Toner’s set is intuitively 
designed, yet simple enough to not crowd the 
playing space. The gondola scene is handled 
in a particularly creative way. Mark Novick’s 
lights and Joel Mercado-See’s sound design 
help to forge a perfect Elizabethan environ¬ 
ment capped off by Buffy Manners’ exquisite 
costume design. Toby Minor’s fight choreog¬ 
raphy is vivid and vicious, though a bit nerve- 
racking given the small area in which swords 
are flashing about. 

With so many movies turned into hit musi¬ 
cals in recent years, one might wonder wheth¬ 
er that type of success could happen with a 
straight play. Though Shakespeare in Love’s 
Mr. Fennyman might reply, “I don’t know, it’s 
a mystery,” this production proves that it can, 
beyond a shadow of a doubt. - Shanon Weaver

“VLADIMIR MEJIA: 

Ml FEITO DON’T LET THIS

Open your camera roll. Flick your thumb a 
few times. What’s there? There are probably 
photos of people, yourself and your loved 
ones, pictures taken to chronicle the facts of 
your life and those that fill it; more than a few 


screenshots, perhaps noteworthy bits of an 
article or interesting juxtapositions spotted 
on some timeline or feed; and some saved 
pop culture bites, photos of your favorite 
celebrities or funny memes. Most recently, in 


my own roll, are photos from Vladimir Mejia’s 
show at Pump Project, “Mi Feito Don’t let this 
time be in vain,” a show that itself feels like 
a glimpse into the artist’s camera roll, a peek 
into the digital chronicling of a life and all that 
is consumed throughout it. 

Mejia is skilled at using the internet and 
virtual spaces as art venues. His Instagram 
feed is a thesis on the pervasion of images 
and information in the modern world. Every 
week, in an ongoing practice he calls 
“Wallpaper Wednesday,” he offers an iPhone 
screen-sized image, available to be saved and 
set to wallpaper on your phone. He curates 
digital residencies on Instagram for Co-Lab 
Projects. These presences and projects feel 
of a piece with what Mejia explores in them: 
the chaos of a modern experience wherein 
every connection, from the affectionate and 
familial to the authoritative and civic, is tem¬ 
pered and chronicled by technology. 

How does this translate into a gallery 
space? Well, there are screens, six of them, 
arranged along wooden shelves in a series 
called States of Rest. Described as “digital 
compositions,” the monitors all show images 
of physical interactions, intimate and at 
times tense, depictions of struggles real 
and perceived. The first is Kim Davis, hands 
triumphantly raised alongside her attorney 


and Mike Huckabee. The county clerk, then 
newly released from detention following her 
refusal to issue marriage licenses to same- 
sex couples, is rendered heavily pixelated and 
unrecognizable. Next in line are images that 
appear to be from Ferguson protests, of seri¬ 
ously armed police occupying a street, also 
heavily pixelated to avoid clear identification. 

Three metallic prints at the entrance cap¬ 
ture bleary figures, processed through some 
kind of distorting filter. There is an implied 
tenderness behind this filter, in one print’s 
muddled arrangement of what may be a family 
huddling together at what may be a beach, but 
it’s offered as an indistinction, at a remove. 

At Pump Project, Mejia’s images are brought 
into a physical space, but doing so does 
little to render any certainty to their narrative. 
Across the back wall is a series of small prints, 
some of which are wallpapers from his weekly 
wallpaper project. There is no cohesion, no 
legible story, but this frustration would appear 
to be the point. Here is, is that John Lennon 
and Yoko Ono, next to, are those Grand Theft 
Auto soldiers? Mejia’s images are warped, 
pixelated, or corroded out of clear recognition, 
but pulled from his life and his obsessions. His 
singular outlook provides the focal point for the 
show’s fuzzy images and broaching of broad, 
nebulous topics. - MelanyJean

DAY TRIPS BY GERALD E. MCLEOD 



I.D. Fairchild State Forest outside of Maydelle, between 
Palestine and Rusk, offers a view behind the pine tree curtain 
that lines the back roads of East Texas. 

At more than 2,500 acres in five units, the state forest is a 
working timberland. Texas A&M Forest Service uses the rolling hills 
of the southern yellow pine ecosystem for research, demonstration 
of commercial growing methods, and as a wildlife sanctuary. 


The rest of us get to use the largest of the units off State 
Highway 84 as a recreation area shaded by the towering trees. The 
11 miles of trails meandering through the woodlands attract wild¬ 
life as well as hikers, off-road bicyclists, birdwatchers, and the 
occasional horseback rider. 

A thick carpet of red pine needles covers the landscape dotted 
with colorful wildflowers. Visitors might spot the federally listed 
endangered red-cockaded woodpecker dart among the underbrush 
or hear its knock reverberate among the trees. 

Originally called State Forest #3, Fairchild was renamed for a for¬ 
mer state senator and is the largest of the five state-owned scien¬ 
tific woodlands. The property was transferred to Texas A&M from 
the state prison system in 1926. For a time, a sawmill using con¬ 
vict labor fed the Texas State Railroad that runs nearby. Remnants 
of the only state-owned sawmill still poke through the tall grass in 
a clearing at Highway 84 and FM 747. 

I.D. Fairchild State Forest is 15 miles east of Palestine. There is 
no charge to enjoy the trails year-round during daylight hours. There 
are no facilities, potable water, hunting, or camping at the site.

Consider the Trompo 

DAI DUE TAQUERIA HAS LEGIT TACOS AL PASTOR

Tacos al pastor are to Mexico’s capital city 
what brisket is to ours: an edible national 
treasure so important you can’t just visit and 
eat the dish once. You must compare and 
contrast different versions (and will likely 
still have a hard time settling on a favorite). 


And just as slow-smoked brisket hasn’t quite 
taken off in CDMX, legit tacos al pastor are 
also hard to come by here in Austin - though 
they’re experiencing a reawakening thanks 
to the chefs behind Dai Due’s new taqueria 
in Fareground, Austin’s first food hall. 


FAREGROUND IS A FIT FOR EVERY PALATE: 
AUSTIN’S FIRST FOOD HALL IS DOWNTOWN

Downtown’s newest buzz space is Fareground, an upscale adult version of a teenage hang 
zone at the mall food court. No, Sbarro Pizza isn’t one of the vendors, but these six concepts 
from some of Austin’s brightest names in food will have you making plans with your friends all 
the same. Their website says the new venture “is inspired by the idea that to make a place 
everyone wants to go, you have to have something for everyone.” With plenty of communal 
seating and a central bar, it’s Austin dining in a nutshell. 


ANTONELLI’S CHEESE SHOP 

From the owners of Hyde Park’s renowned cheese 
shop comes a menu focused on showcasing the very 
best cheese. There are both hot and cold items, includ¬ 
ing tomato soup, grilled cheese sandwiches, and 
salads. Signature boards include various cheeses and 
accompanying bread and pairings, and the specialty 
boards add charcuterie and other treats, including 
Peppadew peppers, Castelvetrano olives, Marcona 
almonds, and honeycomb. As if that wasn’t enough, 
the ultimate comfort food is on deck: bowls of mac & 
cheese with eight cheeses. 


CONTIGO 

In addition to menu items from the 
Eastside neighborhood favorite like the 
Contigo burger (and veggie burger), chef 
Andrew Wiseheart and co-owner Ben 
Edgerton add locally sourced rotisserie 
chicken with house-made sauces, several 
ready-to-grab fresh salads, and chicken 
wings. Breakfast gets an upgrade with 
delectable sandwiches and fruit hand pies 
that are a great treat to bring back to the 
office to butter up your officemates. 



Characterized by the doner kebab-style 
meat cone formed around an electric trom¬ 
po (vertical rotisserie), tacos al pastor are 
said to have arrived in Mexico with the 
wave of Lebanese immigrants who started 
to arrive in the late 19th century. The pork, 
marinated in an adobo made of chiles and 
achiote, is shaved from the trompo - by a 
skilled taquero - much like lamb shawarma, 
then served in fresh corn tortillas and 
traditionally topped with fresh pineapple, 
onions, and cilantro.

DAI DUE 

Chef Gabe Erales worked with owner/chef Jesse 
Griffiths and co-owner Tamara Mayfield to develop 
a new twist for their hyperlocal empire of wonder¬ 
ful food. Tacos and tortas featuring their signature 
wild game and seafood incorporate seasonal fruits 
and vegetables and house-made salsas. See our 
feature on their uberspecial al pastor tacos. 

EASY TIGER 

Part beer garden, part bakery, Easy Tiger spe¬ 
cializes in house-cured meats and sausages, and 
David Norman’s artisanal breads, pastries, and 
pretzels. Whether it’s an incurable craving for 
baguettes and espresso, or your coffee isn’t com¬ 
plete without a croissant, this spot is guaranteed to 
improve your morning. If you only see eight o’clock 
once a day, their artisanal sandwiches pair perfect¬ 
ly with a Mexican Coke for a quick lunch excursion. 


(El Taquito, Mi Tradition, Taco More, and 
Veracruz All Natural, to name a few) but 
only a few spots, like Riverside restaurant 
Rosita’s Al Pastor and Hyde Park taco truck 
Vaquero Taquero, are making al pastor 
using an electric trompo. 

“Not many places use a trompo because 
it requires skill and patience in all aspects, 
from slicing the meat [to] the right thick¬ 
ness and, most importantly, building it so 
you get the trompo shape,” says chef Gabe 
Erales, who opened Dai Due’s taqueria with 
chef/owner Jesse Griffiths this January. 
“And there is additional labor in cutting the 
meat off the trompo. It’s an art form.” 

Before joining the team at Dai Due, 
Erales cut his teeth working in top-notch 
kitchens such as Fonda San Miguel, La 
Condesa, and Odd Duck. After opening 


HENBIT 

Named for the delightful greenery favored by 
chefs and chickens alike, this new concept from the 
Emmer & Rye team features healthy, approachable 
items suitable for any time of day. For breakfast, 
try a sweet kolache, kale burrito, or a signature 
bowl with crispy short rib, sweet potato, poached 
egg, local greens, and pickled chiles. The Thai 
chicken wrap with chicken laab, pickled carrots, 
galangal, Valencia peanuts, and cabbage makes a 
great lunch, especially when accompanied by cau¬ 
liflower ceviche and a shrub soda. 

NI-KOME 

Sushi has become a staple lunch item, and if 
there’s a team who knows exactly how to roll it 
and price it, it’s this one. Though the sushi selec¬ 
tions are not as extensive as the flagship on 
Airport (check out their lovely, larger new digs), 
the same high-quality, bright flavor profiles 
beam. This new concept also pulls from the menu 
at Kome’s sister shop, Daruma Ramen on Sixth 
Street, and the whole chicken broth ramen (or 
vegan option) is lighter for daylight dining.

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Geraldine’s in the Hotel Van Zandt, where 
he was sous chef for two years, Erales left 
Austin to work in the Noma Mexico test 
kitchen with globally acclaimed chef Rene 
Redzepi. While in Tulum, he and the team 
ate several times a week at a local spot 
called El Carboncito, where the piece de 
resistance was a charcoal trompo. 

“I guess you could say that was a huge 
influence,” says Erales. “I looked at what 
most taquerias have used traditionally, to 
understand the basic functionality, but also 
wanted to impart the flavor of smoke and 
post-oak charcoal and wood.” 

Erales, who has both a bachelor’s and 
a master’s in mechanical engineering 
from UT, researched different designs and 
collaborated with Griffiths and Ramiro 
Guardiola from Design Hound, the com¬ 
pany that built grills for both Dai Due 
locations, to create a trompo that is both 
unique and visually appealing. Three 
ember shelves curve around the vertical 
spit, surrounding the meat with smolder¬ 
ing lump charcoal made locally in small 
batches by Jeremy Ynostrosa of Texas 
Premium Charcoal. 

In lieu of domestic pork, Dai Due uses 
feral hogs, an invasive species numbering 
around 2 million in Texas, where they are 
estimated to cause $52 million in damage 
to our state’s agriculture each year. The 
kitchen brings in three to six whole hogs a 
week, utilizing the hams, shoulders, loins, 


then adding in some fatback because feral 
hogs are leaner. Sous chef Mike Diaz then 
marinates, spices, and stacks the meat. The 
resulting cylinder is smaller than tradi¬ 
tional trompos built from domestic pork. 

“Because al pastor comes from fattier, 
tougher cuts, the trompo is essentially slow- 
roasting it to break down the collagen and 
proteins so that it’s tender like when you 
braise in the oven,” explains Erales. “Since 
the slices of meat are stacked, the fat is 
essentially self-basting. If you were to dis¬ 
assemble the trompo and throw one of the 
steaks from it on the grill, it would just be 
extremely tough and almost inedible.” 

Any taco connoisseur knows the final 
product is only as good as the tortilla 
wrapped around it, and Dai Due takes no 
shortcuts in that process either. Griffiths 
and Erales source heirloom corn varieties 
from different regions of Mexico based on 
the surplus of small farm shareholder com¬ 
munities. The corn is cooked, ground, and 
nixtamalized (the process of transforming 
the corn with an alkaline solution) into 
masa, then pressed into fresh tortillas daily. 
Tender slices of meat cut from the trompo 
are nestled in each one, then topped with 
onion, cilantro, and juicy Texas grapefruit 
supremes in place of traditional pineapple. 

In short, the wild boar al pastor at Dai 
Due’s new taqueria isn’t just unique to 
Austin: You won’t find tacos quite like this 
anywhere but here. ■

Kings of the Nerds 

Austin author Ernest Cline adapts his Spielberg homage Ready Player One 

with Spielberg himself

Austinite Ernest Cline went from “local author” to “best¬ 
selling author of Ready Player One ” to having that best¬ 
seller made into a blockbuster film by none other than 
Steven Spielberg. To top it off, the culture-smash dystopian 
SF action film had its world premiere during SXSW at the 
Paramount, with Cline and Spielberg in attendance. It was 
a big switch from the novelist’s usual trips to the grand old 
theatre, watching Hitchcock movies in the Summer Classic 
Film Series. The big Hollywood premiere at the Dolby 
Theatre, “where they hold the Oscars,” said Cline, was cool, 
“but it’s going to be hard to top that night at SXSW.” 

Set in a bleak future where citizens, residing in vertical 
slums called the Stacks, seek solace in the VR paradise of the 
Oasis, Cline’s 2011 novel is drenched in Eighties pop culture 
references (many of them referring to Spielberg’s own work). 
Yet the author describes it as a particularly Austin work, born 
of the city’s love of cinema history: not just the Paramount 
shows, but Austin Film Society, and the Alamo Drafthouse, 
“things like the Rolling Roadshow events where they’d show 
The Goonies in a cave with Corey Feldman ... this whole cul¬ 
ture of loving movies and immersing yourself and bringing 
movies to life, and that served as constant inspiration to me 
while I was writing.” Now the loop is complete, with Cline 
working to reshape his story for the big screen with one of its 
true masters. Cline said, “All of my favorite book-to-film 
translations always take big departures from the source 
material, like Jaws or Jurassic Park or the Harry Potter adap¬ 
tations, or Peter Jackson’s Tolkien adaptations. You always 
have to rework things and have different characters do differ¬ 
ent things to make the story more cinematic.” 


In Austin’s geek circles, Cline is as famous for his 
DeLorean, customized to look like the time-traveling car 
from the Spielberg-produced Back to the Future franchise, 
as he is for his book. At their first meeting, he pulled out the 
glove box lid for the director to sign. “He told me it was the 
only DeLorean he’d ever autographed in his 
life, so I made him promise he’d never sign 
another one, so now I have the only time 
machine autographed by Steven Spielberg.” 

Austin Chronicle: What was it like getting 
the call that Steven Spielberg was going to 
make your book into a movie? 

Ernest Cline: I had known for about two 
and a half weeks that it was a possibility. 

The script had gone out to another director, 
and they kept avoiding saying his name, but 
then they finally revealed that it was Steven 
Spielberg. For a few minutes, I was really 
elated, and then the more I thought about it, 

I started to get depressed, because I thought 
there was no way he would decide to do it, that he’d read the 
script or read the book and then pass on it and I would have 
to spend the whole rest of my life imagining what it 
would’ve been like had Steven Spielberg made Ready 
Player One. The more time passed, the more certain I was 
that it wouldn’t happen, so when they finally called me and 
told me that he had signed on to do it, it took me a while to 


wrap my head around it. I’m still trying to wrap my head 
around it, three years later. 

AC: How long was it between you finding out and the news 
being made public? 

EC: Almost immediately, just a few days. So I’d known it 
was a possibility, and then when he signed on, Warner Bros, 
wanted to announce it as quickly as possible because it was 
exciting news. Shortly after I found out it was a certainty, 
the whole world found out, which was great. It was right 
before my birthday, in fact, three years ago this month, and 
now the movie is coming out on my birthday. I just couldn’t 
be any more lucky. 

AC: At what point did you have your first conversation with 
him? Was it fairly shortly after that? 

EC: It was. Warner Bros, flew me out to Los Angeles, and I 
went to the Universal lot, which is where Amblin [Spielberg’s 
production company] has their offices, and I got to meet 
him for the first time and start talking about the movie. I 
describe that experience as being like Charlie Bucket get¬ 
ting to go to Willy Wonka’s factory. ... It was visiting this 
magical place where they had made so many of my child¬ 
hood memories. 

AC: In beginning conversations with him about the shape 
the movie would take under his direction, were there things 
he volunteered early on that he wanted to do? What was that 
adaptation process like? 

EC: It turned out that I was and am friends with the other 
screenwriter, Zak Penn. We had met on a documentary that 
he made that I appeared in, called Atari: Game Over, which 
was about digging up E.T. cartridges in the desert, so we’d 
already met, become friends, and bonded over our shared 
love of movies and video games. He was already consulting 
with me about doing his rewrite of the script, so when 
Steven came on board and he read my book, he came to his 
first meeting at Warner Bros, with his dog-eared copy of the 
paperback covered in Post-it notes with things that had 
been worked out of the script over time [but] that he wanted 
to put back in. Zak told me, “It’s a good thing you weren’t 
there, Ernie; you would’ve passed out or had a heart attack 
because Steven Spielberg was sitting there reading from 
your book for an hour.” 

He was such a huge, huge fan of the book, and I think if 
anyone else had made this movie, it would’ve resembled 
my book a lot less. There were so many things I thought 
couldn’t be translated to the screen, and he managed to do 
it. There are little bits of dialogue, and even costumes the 
characters are wearing in the book, they’re wearing them 
in the movie because Steven had all of his departments, 
from costumes to set decorators, directly use the book as 
reference. Things that never even made it explicitly into 
the script made it into the movie because everyone was 
referring back to paperbacks of Ready 
Player One on the set. It’s what every writer 
should have happen when they get their 
novel adapted. 

AC: I ’ve seen big fans of the book come out in 
defense of you regarding changes, as if you 
didn’t directly have a hand in the movie 
throughout the process. Without spoiling 
anything, are there changes you think most 
benefit the translation to film? 

EC: All the changes. Having seen this movie 
with an audience a few times now, I wouldn’t 
change anything. I wouldn’t change any¬ 
thing anyway because I don’t have the 
hubris to think that I know better than 
Steven Spielberg how to tell a story cine- 
matically. I trust him and have trusted him implicitly, so 
when he’s felt strongly about a decision, I was on board for 
it. ... For example, having a character stand at a Pac-Man 
machine and play a perfect game for three or four hours. 
That’ll work in a novel, but it won’t work in a movie. ■

Spielberg Gets (Un)Real 

Gamer-friendly Ready Player One is a big-hearted culture smash

In an era of memes and easily Googled 
references, it’s easy to forget that Steven 
Spielberg made pop culture history cool. 

He revived the moribund monster movie 
with Jaws. He brought the two-fisted Nazi- 
smasher back out of the shadows with the 
Indiana Jones movies. Now he’s culture 
jamming every deep nerd reference, from 
Mortal Kombat to Alfred Hitchcock and the 
Three Investigators, by adapting Austin author 
Ernest Cline’s genre mash-up Ready Player 
One for the big screen. 

Both book and film are massive, absurd, 
and unapologetic love letters to Seventies, 
Eighties, and Nineties ephemera. The film is 
also a defense and critique of nerdery, and 
an action romp, and a comedy spoof, 
and a dark techno-thriller akin to 
Spielberg’s Philip K. Dick adaptation 
Minority Report. In fact, it’s his most 
jam-packed creation since his screw¬ 
ball comedy 1941, a movie the director 
once compared to raisin soup. Everyone 
likes raisins, he said, and everyone likes 
soup, but put them together and ... eh. That 
said, pick out the raisins and there’s some¬ 
thing for everyone to love. 

However, there is an undoubted bravery to 
Spielberg even broaching this subject. He’s 
Mister Oscar Winner these days, and so a 
super-geeky novel, jam-packed with Dungeons 
& Dragons and Pac-Man visual nods, 
might seem a little beneath him. Instead, 
he embraces it with gusto, following the 
archetypal geek hero into the belly of a VR 
paradise/purgatory. In 2045, most people 
have given up on the real world, and spend 
all their time behind goggles, in a massive 
environment called the Oasis. It’s a world, as 
slum-dwelling gamer Wade Watts (Sheridan) 
explains, where you can climb Mount Everest 
with Batman. However, the creator of this 
virtual insanity, the Steve Jobs-esque James 
Halliday (Spielberg fixture Rylance), has died, 
leaving clues to his fortune hidden in the 
game, so now everyone is on the hunt for his 


fortune. That includes the evil rival Innovative 
Online Industries under malevolent weenie 
CEO Nolan Sorrento (Mendelsohn), which is 
using an army of gold farmers in corporate 
indentured servitude to solve Halliday’s 
puzzle, take over the Oasis, and use it to 
sell pop-up ads (which is no crazier than any 
other game plot). Fortunately, Halliday fanboy 
Watts and his Oasis avatar Parzival have their 
own evil-scheme wrecking plans. 

Considering the worrying ubiquity and 
time-suck of modern social media, it’s easy 
to see why a fully immersive VR environment, 
where you can be anyone you want, would 
be so alluring. Most people choose to be an 
existing intellectual property, so the action

sequences are Super Smash Brothers 
deluxe (licensing permitting: so Chucky, yes, 
Chewbacca, no). If you’ve ever wanted to see 
the Iron Giant, Mecha-Godzilla, and Gundam 
Alex go at it, this is definitely the film for you. 

The story’s overall trajectory remains 
true to the book, but between that A and Z 
the narrative has been heavily remixed and 
remastered. Potentially placating haters of 
the novel, Wade is no longer the unstop¬ 
pable hero who solves everything. Instead, 
the script by Cline and Zak Penn (with heavy 
involvement from Spielberg, natch) gives 
significance and agency to the supporting 
cast. In Cline’s book, they were just a bunch 
of Barneys (look it up, normo), but here they 
have at least some purpose. 

The biggest beneficiaries are undoubtedly 
Waithe as heavy-hitter cyborg and all-around 


in-game tech-wizard Aech (a fascinating piece 
of casting with a great payoff), and Cooke as 
cooler-than-thou revolutionary Art3mis. In the 
book, she’s basically a manic pixie gamer 
Princess Peach, but here Cooke embodies 
the best of the modern wave of young politi¬ 
cal activism. 

But the Oasis’ undoubted spectacle 
glosses over the vague sensation that 
Spielberg, Penn, and Cline stuffed the script 
with so many big ideas that it’s bloatware. 

It ricochets off ideas of fan ownership and 
corporate dictatorship, online identity and 
the allure of an alternate you, without ever 
doing more than scratching the surface. 
Moreover, while some major characters grow, 
others (such as Pegg as Steve 
Wozniak simulacrum Ogden Morrow) 
become more detached. Most 
especially ill-served is Mendelsohn, 
never threatening enough to be the 
big final-stage boss the game-style 
narrative demands. That permeates to his 
underlings (Miller as an in-game bruiser, and 
John-Kamen’s ill-defined fixer/C-level exec), 
and means Ready Player One never quite 
finds a tone. Characters die in-game and IRL, 
and neither seems particularly important. 

It’s almost as if, even after all these years, 
Spielberg doesn’t quite trust himself to set 
this world out; since when did the king of 
opening sequences (cf every Indiana Jones 
film) need a 30-minute voiceover? 

And yet, for all those weaknesses, this 
is a Steven Spielberg film, of the kind only 
Steven Spielberg can make. Big, raucous, 
heartfelt, referential, and unabashed in cel¬ 
ebrating the culture he has always loved.

O LEANING INTO THE WIND: 
ANDY GOLDSWORTHY 

D: Thomas Riedelsheimer; with Andy Goldsworthy. (PG, 98 min.) 

Iconoclastic British environmentalist and 
sculptor Andy Goldsworthy doesn’t experi¬ 
ence the world in the same way the rest of 
us do. Using more than just the conventional 
five senses, he profoundly intuits his sur¬ 
roundings as if in a meditative trance, men¬ 
tally and physically absorbing the details of 
his environment like a forensic scientist in 
the pursuit of a unique artistry that’s brought 
him worldwide acclaim. 

Goldsworthy sees the possibility of cre¬ 
ation everywhere. Whether it’s the adornment 
of a fallen giant elm, whose broken limbs 
violently splay across the course of a ravaged 
creek, with colorful leaves and petals (among 
other things) carefully applied to its decaying 
trunk from year to year, or the similar embel¬ 
lishment of the brick steps of a stone stair-

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case ascended and descended by pedestri¬ 
ans every day in a nearby city, the ephemeral 
artwork depicted in the documentary Leaning 
Into the Wind imposes a fleeting order upon 
the varied landscapes Goldsworthy encoun¬ 
ters. He uses elements supplied by nature 
- rocks, twigs, reeds, boulders, mud, leaves, 
petals, snow - that eventually succumb to 
those settings’ natural state of entropy. Even 
the more sophisticated site-specific installa¬ 
tions on display here (including the austere, 
open-air sarcophagi called “sleeping stones” 
seemingly strewn across the Spanish coun¬ 
tryside) never dominate their milieus but rath¬ 
er humbly enhance them. For some admirers, 
there’s a reverence in this artistry, one that 
glimpses the face of God. 

Leaning Into the Wind is the second docu¬ 
mentary about Goldsworthy and his work, both 
directed by German cinematographer Thomas 
Riedelsheimer. (The first, Rivers and Tides: Andy 
Goldsworthy Working With Time, was released in 
2001.) While this follow-up film (it’s not really 
a sequel, per se) often feels more like a cin¬ 
ematic coffeetable book than a documentary, 
the filmmaker and his subject matter clearly 
make a good team. When the artist attempts 
to explain his creative process, words elude 
him as he rambles on without finishing his 
sentences, as if his thoughts were a work in 
progress themselves. But when Riedelsheimer 
films an intently focused Goldsworthy slowly 
moving atop a cluster of small mesquite-like 
trees like a human insect, carefully navigating 
the thicker branches to support his slight build 
as he progresses from one tree to another, 
no amount of words could similarly express 
the man’s obsessive modus operandi in 
approaching his profession. Or could commu¬ 
nicate the satisfaction it brings him, as when 
he’s frequently shown creating “rain shadows” 
by impulsively lying on the ground in a still 
pose during a drizzle, no matter where he may 
be, until he abruptly walks away to leave a 
momentarily dry outline of his body commem¬ 
orating his presence there. It’s Goldsworthy’s 
version of a snow angel, a simple transitory 
image that will make you feel oddly happy 
during its short, earthbound existence.

THE LEISURE SEEKER

Fans of the regal Helen Mirren just might 
spit out their Milk Duds when she makes 
her first entrance rocking a pink visor cap 
and chatterbox Southern drawl. Here, she’s 
playing a different kind of queen - queen 
of the road, tootling down the highway with 
her dementia-addled husband (Sutherland) 
in their monstrously sized, fumes-belching 
Winnebago dubbed “The Leisure Seeker.” 

Five decades into their mostly happy mar¬ 
riage, Ella and John are on the lam. On the 
eve of a surgery (undisclosed to the audi¬ 
ence, but all signs point to cancer), Ella has 
hurried John away from their helicoptering 
kids (Moloney and McKay) and home in 
Wellesley, Mass., where John was once a pro¬ 
fessor of literature, and into their beloved RV 
for a last trip, destination Key West, to see 
the house of John’s hero, Ernest Hemingway. 


The Last Temptation 
of Christ

164 min.) This Christ story is based on Nikos 
Kazantzakis’ book, which emphasizes the human 
side of Jesus, a man with self-doubt regarding his 
mission from God.

The journey deviates from that of Michael 
Zadoorian’s 2009 novel of the same name, 
which charted a less romantic path from 
Detroit to Disneyland, in one of several liber¬ 
ties Italian writer-director Paolo Virzl, in his 
English-language debut, takes with the source 
material. There is also a timid swipe at topi¬ 
cality with the insertion of a couple of Trump 
references that bears no fruit. 

Ella and John’s trip is dotted with mishaps 
both minor and major - a run-in with the law, 
an attempted highway robbery - that rarely 
rise dramatically beyond the level of light 
shenanigans, in part because the itinerant 
cast of supporting characters is so vaguely 
sketched. The landscape may change as Ella 
and John head south, but there’s no ring of 
authenticity to the people they meet, and little 
geographic specificity to the places they stop. 

Oh, but Mirren and Southerland are dyna¬ 
mos. Acting together for the first time since 
1990’s Bethune: The Making of a Hero, they 
convincingly evince the tenderness and exas¬ 
peration and shorthand communication of a 
long-married couple, and also deliver a round¬ 
ed sense of John and Ella as individuals - the 
injustice of his essential self being stolen 
from him, as his bursts of lucidity grow further 
and further apart; her quiet rage at the aging 
body’s many betrayals. They give potent and 
particular performances, bright buoys at sea 
in an otherwise nondescript picture.

O LOVELESS

An inertial, adversarial marriage caught up 
in its own slow and steady tailspin becomes 
even worse when the couple’s only child 
vanishes into thick air one day. Indeed, this 
portrait of Russian lower-middle-class despair 
and desperation is clouded over with a super- 
slow-burn miasma of dread and disconnec¬ 
tion that, while overlong, resonates with the 
sheer randomness of modern life. Director 
Zvyagintsev ( Leviathan) exposes the viral, 
negative effects of technology and the work¬ 
place on a marriage, and the communication 


issues - or total lack thereof - common to 
even the most banal couples overwhelmed by 
the mad pace of a world evolving too fast. 

Set in a colorless Moscow suburb in 
2012, semi-separated couple Zhenya (Spivak) 
and Boris (Rozin) kill time before a presumed 
divorce by bickering and taking other lovers 
to salve their mutual woundings. She runs 
a salon, he’s a corporate drone of some 
insubstantial kind, and their 12-year-old son 
Alyosha (Novikov) is beloved by neither even 
as the pair attempt to sell off their longtime 
apartment. Certainly the occasional visit by 
the realtor is more important than Alyosha’s 
fate to these two selfish individuals, but 
Zvyagintsev parlays this miserable family into 
a granularly realistic depiction of three lives 
completely out of balance with one another. 

When the child goes missing, there’s a 
patently depressing muddle of non-options 
available to Zhenya and Boris. The Moscow 
police are of little to no help, explaining to 
Zhenya that the family would be far better 
off hiring an all-volunteer organization to 
search for the boy. Add to this the fact that 
Boris’ mystery job views divorce among its 
workforce as a sin on a par with simply not 
showing up for work, and the fact that both 
spouses’ new flames don’t seem to know 
what makes them tick either, and Loveless 
is a grim picture of mutual enmity and emo¬ 
tional upheaval. All three leads give subtly 
wrenching performances that wouldn’t have 
been out of place in Ingmar Bergman’s oeu¬ 
vre, and the film’s more forthright depictions 
of self-inflicted tech-rot - selfies galore, con¬ 
stant attention to an iPhone’s black mirror at 
the expense of “real life” - make this less a 
Russian arthouse import than a doleful slice 
of anti-life. See it with someone you don’t 
love that much.

MIDNIGHT SUN

I’ve spent a fair amount of time think¬ 
ing about what the title Midnight Sun even 
means. I spend a lot of time thinking about 
what a great number of things may or may 
not mean. It’s the burden I drag around. Is it 
a reference to the fact that at midnight the 
sun is on the other side of the world, or is it 
a curious name for the moon? Perhaps it’s 
just not-the-best-translation of Taiyo no Uta, 
the name of the 2006 Japanese original, but 
I’m (unfortunately) not a language scholar, so 
I can’t be certain either way. What I can tell 
you is that this remake kind of sucks. 

Directed by Scott Speer (Step Up 
Revolution) and scripted by first-time screen¬ 
writer Eric Kirsten, this teen romance is a 
princess-locked-in-a-tower modern fairy tale 
that echoes last year’s Everything, Everything. 
Katie Price (Thorne) has rare genetic condi¬ 
tion xeroderma pigmentosum, which basically 
means she is extremely allergic to the sun 
- even a few seconds’ exposure can be det¬ 
rimental. Locked in the house all day behind 
a special window screen, she spends all her 
time with single dad Jack (Riggle) and quirky 
sidekick Morgan (Shephard). Sometimes she 
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gets out at night to busk at the train station, 
where she meets mouthbreather Charlie 
(Schwarzenegger), a neighborhood boy with 
the charm of a doorknob and the lizard- 
person looks of one of Trump’s sons, who 
she had fallen in love with already as she 
watched him skateboard past her window all 
these years. Love is requited - a miracle! - 
but she keeps her XP a secret from him for 
way too long, and complications ensue. 

The bones of the story are good, and there 
are positive themes, like how people are 
defined by so much more than a disease 
they have, but there are too many mechanical 
errors that just can’t be overlooked. Thorne 
does well enough carrying the awkwardness 
of the Little Mermaid walking on land for the 
first time, but Riggle is all wrong for a seri¬ 
ous role. There’s chemistry between them, 
but it feels inappropriate at times (like when 
Dad mentions his daughter looks “hot”). The 
dialogue is boring, and there are so many 
cheesy chipmunk-smiles exchanged that I 
often felt like I was watching a gum commer¬ 
cial. Its one saving grace is the cinematog¬ 
raphy by Karsten Gopinath (whose past work 
also includes Step Up Revolution along with 
various music videos) - landscapes bathed 
in deep blues and gorgeous goldens, the col¬ 
ors of young lovers longing for just one more 
moment. That being said, whatever a mid¬ 
night sun actually is, its rays are pretty weak.

years past its sell-by date, and 12 years after 
Sacha Baron Cohen made audiences cringe 
at his swimsuit choices. So, ask yourself - as 
I did on several occasions during the seem¬ 
ingly endless, unfunny, cheap, and unimagina¬ 
tive shiny CG mess that is Sherlock Gnomes 
- who in the blue hell is this film aimed at? 

The original was all predicated on a ter¬ 
rible pun (it’s Romeo and Juliet, but with 
gnomes. Garden gnomes. Geddit?), bolted on 
to a perfunctory bootleg Toy Story mechanic 
about how gnomes can move when people 
are not looking.

Annoying as 
they are, Gnomeo and Juliet (McAvoy and 
Blunt, both of whom must be cursing their 
agents for letting sequel clauses sneak into 
their contracts) begrudgingly join forces with 
the detectives to save the day. 

What hellish pitch meeting green-lit this 
baffling, sloppy mess? Every minor character 
from the original is crammed in for a com¬ 
pulsory cameo (but little more - suck it up, 
fans of ’Shroom). Even Gnomeo and Juliet 
are peripheral. Plot and character develop¬ 
ment are afterthoughts, squeezed in between 
unfunny sight gags (Mankini jokes!

The Terrifying Laughter of Parenthood 

AWARD-WINNING COMEDY MAYBE SHOWER 
COMES HOME by Richard Whittaker 


Lex Lybrand just flew in from Oregon, and 
boy are his arms tired. In fact, all of him is 
tired. He caught the red eye back from the 
Portland Comedy Film Festival, where his 
Austin-made comedy Maybe Shower swiped 
the Best Comedy Feature award. Now the 
maternity comedy comes back home, too: not 
just to Austin, but to Spider House, where 
Lybrand estimates around 90% of the movie 
was shot. It follows three

Maybe Shower Texas premiere 
friends (Kelsey Thomas, with cast and crew Thursday, 

Megan Simon, and Rachel April 5, 6:30pm, Spider House 
DeRouen) who all think they Cafe and Ballroom ’ 

may be pregnant, and so 
decide to have a maybe 
shower - basically one last mad hurrah 
before deciding what to do with their potential 
news. (It’s also a way to inform the potential 
fathers with lots of booze to hand.) 

Lybrand’s fourth feature marks a big 
change for the writer/director: Not only is 
it his graduating project for his MFA from 


Vermont College of Fine Art, but it’s also 
given him an opportunity to see regular audi¬ 
ences laugh with his work. His last film, pat¬ 
ent law satire The Trolls, “screened at a cou¬ 
ple of comedy-specific festivals, but I didn’t 
get to go to any of them. The biggest screen¬ 
ing I went to was in a room full of tech nerds 
and intellectual property nerds, so it was a 
very specific audience.” 

So Maybe Shower’s premiere, 
in a theatre packed with fellow 
filmmakers and comedy fans, 
was his first real opportunity to 
see how one of his comedies 
played in front of a broader 
crowd. Lybrand said, “I could tell by what 
people were laughing at how many people 
in the theatre had kids, because they were 
laughing at the parent jokes, and how many 
people never want kids ever, because they 
were laughing at the autobiographical stuff 
that I put in there.” 



Not that Lybrand has ever had a near-miss 
with pregnancy. However, the opening scene 
- featuring exactly the kind of kid that would 
put anyone off breeding - came from a real 
experience of seeing a toddler threatening to 
throw down on his mother in a convenience 
store. No wonder so many horror movies 
cast children as the Devil. Lybrand said, 
“They start parroting stuff they don’t really 
understand, and so it’s even creepier when 
they kind of get it right. The kid that inspired 
that scene, he didn’t realize that he was 
threatening to beat the shit out of his mom. 
That’s just what kids say to other kids when 
they want them to do something on the play¬ 


ground. He didn’t think that he was going to 
give goosebumps to the married couple one 
aisle over.” 

Lybrand is no stranger to horror, having 
directed Simon and other cast members 
(including local improv comedian and actor 
John Gholson) in 2015’s Southern Gothic 
road trip Meet Me There. In fact, early cuts of 
that opening scene leaned too hard into the 
terrifying aspects of siring spawn. “My MFA 
advisor told me that there was too much ten¬ 
sion,” he said, “so I had to pull that back, 
because tonally, as a cold opening, it would 
give you the wrong idea for the rest of the 
film. It’s not quite that pessimistic.” ■

A Requiem for 
Draylen Mason 

Youth began leading the United States 
at distinct points throughout the last cen¬ 
tury, culminating with finally protesting the 
Vietnam war to a halt. Currently - brilliant¬ 
ly - they’re driving national debate on gun 
control. Musically, the demographic obvi¬ 
ously acts as pied piper to every industry 
trend of note. 

That potential and promise emanated 
loud and clear from the North Door PA. 
last Sunday during Golden Hornet’s 
Young Composer Concert. The annual 
event, hosted by all-star mentors Graham 
Reynolds and Peter Stopschinski, 
featured works from nine adolescent 
performers as interpreted by the over-21 
Tetractys ensemble. The complexity and 
proficiency of the budding tunesmiths’ 
pieces proved impressive, but their origi¬ 
nality and integrity reinforced how much 
soul can be possessed by a young artist. 

At the same concert last year, featured 
composer Draylen Mason arrived as 
an already accomplished musician. East 
Austin’s 17-year-old double bass prodigy 
would’ve opened his mailbox this month 
to find an acceptance letter to Ohio’s 
highly selective Oberlin Conservatory of 
Music after already being invited to study 
at UT’s Butler School of Music and the 
University of North Texas. Tragically, he 
was killed March 12 by an exploding pack¬ 
age planted on his family’s front porch. 

YCC’s March 25 presentation was thus 
dedicated in his honor. 

“Draylen brought so much positive 
energy, talent, and skill,” Reynolds told 
the audience, which included members of 
Mason’s family, while a picture of the young 
man projected over the stage. “He was 
exciting to work with, fun, and I felt like I’d 
be hiring him for gigs in a few years.” 

Draylen Mason then addressed a full 
house though his music. 

Tetractys closed the concert by bringing 
to life his composition “Hellfire.” An upt¬ 
empo, carnival-like piece dynamically com¬ 
posed for strings, woodwinds, piano, and 
drums, it thrillingly juggled the happiness 
and malevolence of the world. Attendees 
wiped away tears not only because it 
proved the show’s most moving piece, 
but because it served as a stark but life- 
affirming reminder of what youth imbues 
every community.

Austin 
Angles 
for BMI 


One of the practical functions of 
South by Southwest is that by 
attracting bands from around the 
globe, the greater music industry 
then follows to investigate. Erect a 
creative hub and witness the Field 
of Dreams maxim take effect: “If 
you build it, they will come.” In this 
case, “they” represents the latter 
half of the phrase “music business.” 

And make no mistake, from newly 
minted indie groups to platinum 
pop trios, every act seeks some 
sort of professional help - booking, 
management, legal representation 
- all sides of which hold meetings 
during SXSW. 

As such, the entity catching 
the biggest local buzz during this 
month’s mega media conference 
wasn’t a homegrown teen rap group 
or a budding Latin pop starlet, but 
an old 80-year-old institution long 
at the heart of the music business. 
Performance rights organization 
BMI is being courted by state and 
local music leaders to open an 
office in Austin. A national source with direct 
knowledge of the situation confirmed Tuesday 
that conversations are taking place. 

Asked for comment, BMI’s Liz Fischer, 
vice president of corporate communications 
& marketing, offered, “We’ve always loved 
the Austin community, both from a songwrit¬ 
ing perspective and from the perspective of 
the bars and restaurants who license our 
songwriters’ music. We hope that relation¬ 
ship continues long into the future.” 

Broadcast Music Inc. remains one of the 
three major performance rights organizations 
(PROs) that collect licensing fees for song¬ 
writers and publishers. When an artist’s song 
is broadcast for anything other than private 
use, they’re owed a royalty. PROs not only col¬ 
lect that fee, they bill bars and venues where 
their clients’ material is covered onstage or 
employed as house music. BMI represents 
over 800,000 songwriters and currently fields 
offices in Los Angeles, Nashville, Miami, 
Puerto Rico, London, and Atlanta. 

While the organization employs no local 
representative, BMI maintains a long his¬ 
tory in Austin. Its Nashville creative vice 
president, Jody Williams, as well as retired 
national VP of writer-publisher relations 


BRONZE ROKY: James Traeger, drummer for psychedelic R&B 
band Night Beats, launched a crowdfunding effort last week to have 
a statue of Roky Erickson created and displayed in Austin.

MONKS , the pop-up jazzhead haven bopping 
around East Austin for the past two years, takes 
over Radio Milk Recording Co. on Saturday. 

The new recording and event space operated 
by James Petralli made its debut during SXSW 
when the frontman christened the space with 
a set from White Denim. Austin Music Hall of 
Fame trumpeter Ephraim Owens leads a quar¬ 
tet there, featuring talented Monks ringleader 
Collin Shook on keys, through two sets, 7 & 
9pm, at 2300 Coronado. 


Roger Sovine, have championed local 
songwriters since the Seventies. In the late 
Eighties, the establishment of SXSW boast¬ 
ed as its first major sponsor BMI, which 
stocks a branded stage annually at ACL 
Fest since 2003. 

SXSW also highlights Austin’s bedrock 
discrepancy: world-renowned repute as a 
live music capital but little to no business 
infrastructure save for C3 Presents, owned 
by industry giant Live Nation. Performance 


rights organizations, along with the 
publishers they represent, embody 
a foundational infrastructure the 
Lone Star seat of government lacks. 
Landing a BMI office could put Austin 
on another musical map altogether. 

“It would be an important step 
in the maturation of Austin’s music 
business to have a permanently 
staffed BMI office in town that can 
cultivate, mentor, and promote the 
talent we have here,” said Casey 
Monahan, who worked closely with 
BMI for decades as the founding 
director of the Texas Music Office. 

BMI opening an Austin office may 
also increase engagement between 
songwriters and PROs. In the 2015 
Austin Music Census, which polled 
2,380 musicians, over 60% rated 
“Performing Rights Organization 
Royalties” as “contributing none” 
to their revenue. Meanwhile, music 
leaders at the state and civic level 
have frequently implored local musi¬ 
cians to recover unclaimed perfor¬ 
mance rights royalties called “black 
box money.” 

Austin’s Monte Warden, who 
counts 409 songs in the BMI 
catalog including George Strait 
hit “Desperately,” credits Sovine 
as a crucial mentor in his career.

< the 18-year-old’s potential and 
I instructed him to write about 
s what he knew and return with a 
great song. Warden came back with future 
Wagoneers battle cry “Stout and High.” 
Impressed, Sovine told publishers to go 
see Warden and, nine months later, he had 
a publishing deal. 

“If BMI set up shop here, it wouldn’t nec¬ 
essarily be an infusion of cash, but an infu¬ 
sion of opportunity,” says Warden. “There’s a 
good chance it will not only draw publishers 
here, but the other PROs like ASCAP and 
SESAC may not be far behind.”

No Fool Like an Old Fool 

Caroline Says ages gracefully on sophomore LP

At the ripe age of 28, Caroline Sallee experiences the pas¬ 
sage of time acutely. Penning new album No Fool Like an Old 
Fool five years ago, fresh off relocating to Austin as a volun¬ 
teer for AmeriCorps, her outlook approximated the ancient. 

“No matter what age I am, I always feel old,” she admits. 
“I wrote from the perspective of 
someone who’s looking back on life. 

All the songs are about regret. It 
came from feeling I was wasting my 
time aimlessly going through life 
without knowing what I was doing.” 

Her first LP transpired under sim¬ 
ilar circumstances. Prior to journey¬ 
ing out of Alabama (revisit “Texas 
Platters Hall of Fame: Townes Van 
Zandt,” Sept. 1, 2017), she cut wist¬ 
ful, folk-toned tracks on her father’s basement recording 
equipment, which she grew up tinkering on. Title bor¬ 
rowed from a 1959 Presley comp, the resulting 50,000,000 
Elvis Fans Can’t Be Wrong chronicled her post-grad 
Greyhound travels under the Lou Reed-referencing moni¬ 
ker Caroline Says. 


Originally released by friends on cassette in 2014, local 
imprint Western Vinyl reissued the collection to acclaim 
last year (see “Texas Platters,” August 18, 2017) as a pre¬ 
lude to No Fool Like an Old Fool. Joined by her band - 
bassist Maud Morgan, guitarist David Shackelford, and 
drummer Brad DuBois - the front- 
woman previewed the new album 
days before its release at Volstead’s 
dusky Eastside room during South 
by Southwest. Re-creating the loop¬ 
ing vocal ambience of the largely 
computer-generated tracks, the 
sunny quartet elegantly buffed out 
its twinges of strangeness, like 
“guitar that doesn’t sound like a 
guitar anymore.” 

“I did it that way out of necessity, because I was record¬ 
ing in my tiny apartment,” says Sallee. “I started this one 
before I met my bandmates, so I felt like I needed to keep 
that consistent and recorded it all by myself.” 

Between releases, the singer emailed her bedroom-built 
vocals off to Switzerland for a collaborative track with 


CAROLINE SAYS 

No Fool Like an Old Fool 
(Western Vinyl) 

As expansive as it is inti¬ 
mate, the sophomore album 
from Caroline Says broods 
nine tracks awash in husky, 
twilight blues. Atop a rich 
mood board of characters at 
their wits’ ends, the sighing 
vocals of multi-instrumental¬ 
ist and songwriter Caroline 
Sallee never reach above a mumble, but a sleepy desperation 
quavers throughout her songs. In the same way that 2014’s 
50,000,000 Elvis Fans Can’t Be Wrong offered a quietly unpre¬ 
dictable swirl of genres - hints of bossa nova, of pure folk 
- No Fool also veers off the well-worn path. Inspired by 1971 
Al Pacino film The Panic in Needle Park, “A Good Thief Steals 
Clean” skews atmospheric and hypnotic, a drum machine 
unsettling the ambience. “You used to spend most nights 
passing time on whatever you could find,” Sallee murmurs. 
“Black Hole” unfolds eerie, fingerpicked folk, a melancholic 
sigh of a song, while the poppier “Cool Jerk” jangles with the 
sheen of Brooklyn guitar rock. Closer “Lone Star Tall Boy” 
begins with cooing vocals before tapering off into a cinematic, 
three-and-a-half-minute instrumental, its pitter-patter flitting 
percussion, lithe guitar lines, pedal steel twang, and a whis¬ 
pering outro.

David Thayer’s Little Tornados, a joint project including 
Stereolab frontwoman Laetitia Sadier. They all connected 
off an early Caroline Says live cover of Stereolab’s “Jenny 
Ondioline.” Sallee speculated she was “maybe being cat- 
fished the entire time” until an in-person encounter with 
Sadier in Austin. 

In discussing her hushed, resonant singing, Sallee attri¬ 
butes the style to quiet hours in the moldy, frequently flood¬ 
ing basement apartment where Old Fool came to fruition. 

“[One of my friends] was like, ‘That’s a great story, but 
now tell me the real reason,”’ recalls Sallee. “I realized 
there’s this one Fiona Apple song on the Pleasantville 
soundtrack that sounds like she’s about to pass out. As a 
kid I realized, ‘Oh, you can sing like that.’” 

The reveal cuts through the local’s humble commentary 
and pleasant sarcasm, which became “currency” given her 
introverted nature. That wry style informs No Fool Like an 
Old Fool. On the twitchy “Sweet Home Alabama,” Sallee 
takes the Lynyrd Skynyrd anthem title in a drearier direc¬ 
tion: “Stuck in this sad little town, we don’t talk, but I know 
everybody’s thinking of all the ways to get out.” 

Now she worries the dark wit might come across as 
disdain for her native Huntsville, Ala. 

“I regret naming it that, because I feel like it turns 
people away,” reflects Sallee. “I thought it would be funny, 
but it’s really not about Alabama. That song could be 
about any small town, any place you grow up in and just 
wanna escape.” ■

I didn’t think I had much regional pride until tasked to come up 
with my favorite Texas album. I always just listened to whatever 
made me happy at the time. Turns out, I have much more attach¬ 
ment to artists from my home state than I originally thought. 

Sly Stone is from Denton, Barry White is from Galveston, Billy 
Preston’s from Houston. I grew up dancing to Gary P. Nunn with 
my pops at the Broken Spoke and hanging out with Ray Wylie 
Hubbard in Wimberley. If I had to narrow it down to one record, I 
would have to say Texas Cannonball by Freddie King. 


My dad gave me country music and put a fiddle in my hand, but my mom raised me on 
blues/soul and R&B. This record wasn’t recorded in Texas, and most of the tunes on it are 
covers, but it’s the best example of the music I grew up listening to right here in Austin. 

The whole thing makes me want to sit on the edge of a creek and drink whiskey all day. 

When people ask about my musical influences, I doubt anyone would guess I 
spent as much time as I did listening to Texas blues, but it was always blasting out 
of the open windows of my house as a kid. Music was the only thing I needed to get 
through whatever was happening, and the blues had more power over me than any¬ 
thing else. - as told to Doug Freeman

Betty Harris 

ANTONE’S, FRIDAY 30 & SATURDAY 31 

Harris performs first, backed by band members on loan from Miss Lavelle White, Bobby Patterson, 
and Hard Proof. New Orleans all-female brass band the Original Pinettes closes. 


Even closing in on 80, Betty Harris retains a 
booming, emotive voice. 

The Florida-born singer issued stellar soul sides 
throughout the Sixties, her molasses-slow cover of 
Solomon Burke’s “Cry to Me” cracking the Top 10 
of the R&B charts in 1963. A prolific four-year run 
with producer Allen Toussaint and subsequent 
departure from music earned her the title 
“Lost Queen of New Orleans Soul” despite 
her never living in the Big Easy. In fact, she 
didn’t even like it there. 

After a contentious 1965 session where 
she beefed with Irma Thomas (“I didn’t know 
who Irma was at that time, but she had a lot of 
mouth”), Harris worked one-on-one with Toussaint, 
flying in to lay vocals over tracks the late hitmaker 
pre-recorded with a rhythm section that became 
the Meters. 

“Your first experience is going into Bell Sound 
Studios in New York and everything is tip-top, first 


class,” she recalled last Sunday from her home in 
Connecticut. “Then you get to New Orleans and 
here’s a barn with nothing in it. I understand what 
they were doing now, but back then I didn’t. It was 
kind of dreary.” 

The sound proved different as well, particularly 
the blistering funk of 1969’s “There’s a Break in 
the Road,” complete with screeching guitar 
feedback and fatback drums. 

“I couldn’t figure out if Allen had lost 
his mind or what! I was totally shocked 
when I heard it the first time. I couldn’t 
figure the drums out. I thought, ‘What are 
they smoking?!’ 

“But the song carries itself and still does today. 

If you slow it way down, that’s the most funkiest 
song you’d ever want to hear.” - Thomas Fawcett
